The teaulta of t!ie Census, are exliihited to llie public in tlie 
Imperial tables, n'liich give particulars as lo tlie numiKtr, tlensity, 
religion, age, sex, civil condition, education, caste, sect, nationality, 
birthplace, infirmity, language and occupation of the population. These 
tables form. Part III of this report. In the present volume (Part IV) 
the figures are discusacd and presented in ways by which their meaning 
can be more readily comprehended. The subsidiary tables reduce the 
undigested mass of figures in the Imperial tables to percentages for 
the puriwse of easy comjiarison. Tlie diagrams of the report illustrate 
the application of the graphic method to the study of statistics and 
present the results of the tables in an attractive form. 

In the Instory, 'nbich forms Part I of this Eeport, an attempt lias 
been made to show how the past has developed into the present, how tanks 
and paddy-fields are being gradually covered with hri^ks and mortar 
and niral lanes and muddy paths transformed into macadamised reads, 
with kerb and channel stones.* In the present volume the theme is 
the changes which have taken place during tlie last decatle. 

Tlie increase in population within the last ten years has been 
no less remarkable than the growth of the city during the past two 
centuries. The present area of Calcutta is 13,237 statute acres, tuul 
its population consists of Si7,70(i souls. 

In 1601 the area of the town w as only -i,!)!)? acres and its population 
did not amount to more than Tk0,000 souls: iti 1701 the area of the 
town was only 1,083 acres and the population did not exceed 10,000 
persons. The rate of increase of the population of the metropolis of India 
has, therefore, been greater tlian that of tlie metropolis of the Empire. 
The population of London in 1801 was 959,310: ita present population 
is ■i,53C,5 i;l. Willie therefore London has increased only 5-fokt during 
the po-st eentury, Calcutta has increased C-folil. This increase can be 
liewed only with mixed feelings.' The Bombay Census Eeport shows 
that SO percent, of the jwpulalion of the island resides in tenements 
of only one room, Tlie figures of tins Eeport, however, show that 90 
]>er cent, of tlie total population live in conditions under which more 
than one iwrson occupies a single room. 

The differences in the conditions prevailing in Calcutta, as compared 
with those of London, can be best appreciated by a consideration of 
the female population of both cities. The excessive predominance of 
the male element lias long been a markeil feature of Calcutta. lu 
Loudon the number of married males under the age of 21 is

la London the number of married females under the same age is 
10,529: iu Calcutta there are 30,339 of this class. In London there 
are only 21 widowers and 73 widows at that early age; in Calcutta, 
however, we have 1,015 widowers and 3,383 ividows, Tlic figures 
for Calcutta should be multiplied by 5' to obtain a fairly approsimatc 
idea of the differences in the social condition of the population of the 
two cities. Turning again to the question of female labour we find that 
in Calcutta with its Suburbs 23’4 per cent, of the females earn their 
OUT! living* In London, however, the percentage is as high as 38*4,

definite unit of area. This method can, however, at best give only ao 
approximate idea of the real condition of the people. An area coveted by 
btuldinga of the character of Queen Aono'a tnanaiona in London and having the 
flame density per acre as an area covered by the class of buildings found in a 
Ualcutto bufltee, w<mhl obviously be inhabited by a population which Uv^ in 
conditionfl essentially different from those prevailing in the latter area. Wo 
can arrive, therefore, at a much more correct idea of the actual comlition 
of the people by considering the question of houtto accommodation. The most 
important points in this connection aru the average number of persoau 
inhabiting a room and tbe average sleeping cubical air space per human being,

The first diagram oxhibiCs the 
relative proportions of various classes of houses. Dwellingdiouses, shops, and 
vacant houses are diilercn tinted from each other by different signs; Wteha 
houws are distinguished from pucka houses by the symbols K and P, and the 
various numbers of stories in each class of noiise are distinguislied by suffiies 
attached to these e^bols. In the second diagram, an attempt is made in a. 
similar way to show the roktivo proportions of persotis living in each class of 
house. The third diagram shows the avcmgo number of persons per room in 
each class of house; and the fourth diagram, which is perhaps the most instruc¬ 
tive of all, exhibits the extent of over crowding as shown by the relative pro¬ 
portions of the total number of people wlio occupy a fraction of a room, 
a room, or more than one room, in the various classes of house under conidder- 
ation, 

2. A glanee at dkgrams Kox, t and 4 is sufficient to show that in Calcutta 

^ „ kntcha houaea preponderate very much oven in 

area, fhe preponiciimt black coloar 
in Burrabazar and Fenwick Bazar shows the extent to which tbeae two 
wards are centres of local trade. Diagram No. 2 sbowa, as might hava been 
expected, that houses with biglier stories have, on the whole, a larger papula* 
tion. High storied bouses in Shampuker (I), Burrabazar (YU) and Eutally

(XIX) have a very high averago of popalation per indi-ridual house. Thia 
same class of house ia further showo in diagram No. 3 to have a very large 
averag’e nunib^x of pcsrsons por room. But apJitt from ttnjs^ ©xj^ptiooftl 
and coat'a of overcrowded second atoned kutcha houses^ in cottain wards, 
diaemm No, 3 goes to show that on the average low atoned houses are more 
overcrowded th&n bigli ertoriodp Dmgrflm No# 4 ahowB at a gmoco thiit tbo 
total ti umber of per sous living in houses of more than two stones is compaia- 
livoly small in Calcutfo. The extent of overcrowdbg as exhibited by thw 
diagiaoi is mainly to be measured by the height of the columns A and ii, whi(^ 
denote the extent to which more than two persons live in a smgle joom. This 
arbitrary number * * 3 is taken by Ijo wis and Balfour in a recent book en titJed 
» Public Health and Preventive Me<iicitio" to be the point at which overcrowding 
may be said to begin. Diagram No. 4 shows at once that mom than half 
total population of the City lives in overcrowed rooms, as judged by this 
standard. It also brings out the very interesting fact that the amount of 
overcrowding in individual houses cannot bo accurately measured by the 
average density per acre. Thus, although in diagram No, G, Colootola may bo 
observed towering in density above all tho other wards, tbo^ extent of over¬ 
crowding in individual houaea ia really greater in the adjoining ward 
bazar. Column A in the case of this ward riaea above column B. In Fen¬ 
wick Bnxar also, which has a very largo proportion of males and is a local trade 
centre with a heating population, column A beais a much larger proportion to 
column B than in the case of Colootola. Diagram No. 4, therefore, gives a most 
vivid idea of the extent of overcrowding in Individual boufloa in ward areas. 

3. Of the 808,0CG persons living in Caloutta on the night of the 1st of 

March 1901, 3,054 persona were found in carriogw,

In 68,999 fcuteha honwa with 184,737 loome, 
445,510 persona were found comprising 89,437 families J 38,195 packa houses 
with 171,031 rooms were inhabited by 33,442 fomilies composed of 294,559

Tho 
average adult h aupposod to foul 3^000 c. ft of stagnant freah air in 
an heur (Lewis ana Balfour^ l^aga 1G7}^ In Englaad it is considered 
that a room cannot bo charged more frequently than three times per 
hour with fresh air without producing diaitgreeabie draughts* This calculation 
leads to the conclusion that each human being requires in a climate like 
England IfOOO c* ft. of air apace. The mini mum air space, however, actually 
ullowoii in common lodging-houses la 300 c. ft, per Immau tHung^ and the 
minimum is observed in the cose of barrack accommodation. For the purpo^ 
of Bcciiriisg health under auch conditionit is essential that there should ha a 
Constant circulation of t!ic atmosplicre* Tho uiinlmuni standard of verililation 
for dwellingdiousea in Calcutta is laid down in pjirt IV, Rule 20, Schedule 
XVII of the present Municipal Act. It is there stated that the mhiimum oUow-^ 
able cubical air space of a room is 800 ft. According to tho other miuimum 
Btandaid of overcrowding laid down by I^ewis and ^Ifour, tSz.^ 2 peraous jjcr 
rooEQi this nnnJmum Btanderd of content gives approKiiiiately a mitiio:kuiu 
cubical air apace of 300 n* ft, per human beiiigi when it is considered that a 
certain amount of apace must be occupied by beds and furniture. In Table 111 
(special tables) aveniges aDdminimums have been given for typic^d congealed 
ai^as on the basis of actual measurement, A glance, howeverj at this table 
will show that the minimum sleeping air space per human being falls far bedow 
300 c. ft* in all the inataucea quoted^ and even tho t-leepmgair spier is 

in msiny cases under 300 c. It* Out of 3S coses in which these *?;tperimenlal 
meastjTOmerrta were mad0| only ten cases show an avernge cubical air space 
exceeding 300 c* ft. 

Before concluding tMs chapter, a word of caution scorns necessary in 
drawing coucIuEiom. ^ Tho arbite^ standard of 300 c. ft, has been arxiTi^a at 
by series of ciilcdlations which ir« dependent on many factors, among ivhich 
the rate of drculalion of the atmosphere is Mrlinps tho most important. Nt>w 
in India tho windows nml doors of the houses are kei>t more open than in 
Kngland and it by no moans follows therefore, ctuteru paribusf tlmt ponple 
living in the conditions exhibited by these figures and diagrams exist in 
sunoundingB so iusanitary aa might be at first sight concluded. Tho figures, 
however, will certainly afford food for reflection and may possibly assLst 
the Corporation in arriving at correct conclusions in connection with the 
pressing problem of the housing of the working classes.

From the above figuies it will appear that although Golootela has always 
been the most densely populated ward in the City, k Jbu also increased most 
rapidly in density; and diagram 0 shows generally that the most densoly 
populated wards eihiblt the greatest increase of density. It also ahowa that 
there is still conmdcrable room for expansion in the Kuburbao wards. The 
existing houses in these wards are not much less ovorcrowded on the average 
than those of the town area; but the Bmouiit'of available vacant ground space 
is still considerable. The Corporation has now before it tbe problem of di^t> 
ing tbe current of the stream of population which will in the future naturally 
flew in this direotion owing to tbe recent introduction of electiic tramwaja. 
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CHAPTER II. 

VABIATION or POPVLATIOlfi SINCE 1872. 

1. Is the report of 1881'*’ Hr. Beverley comee to the coticloidon that the 

popolation of Calcutta in statioitary. He infer:! 
OpinioD o! wwrioaj censn* that the increase wbicb miebt be expected from 

natural progresaien bee been retarded by a high 
deatb-rate and an excessive proportion of tbe male 
eletneui In the jtopulation, and that the increaao which would ordinnriiy be tbe 
result of immigration baa been checked because ateam baa taken the place of 
human labour as a motive power/^ He admits that the conclusion is oppoaed 
to all preconceived ideas on the subject, but maintains that there Is no reason to 
doubt its correctness. 

The report of 1891 follows on the same Uaee. The following remarks may 
be quoted ■— 

“In gjaneral the dgurea may be said to confinn tlio conclusion arrived at 
from previous censuses that the population of Cdlcutta varies to a very small 
degree.” The census officer even maintains that the amount of increase which 
actuaUy had taken place was accounted for by a temporary immigration at the 
time of taking tlie census. He further states that elthoagh there is a distinct 
tendency to expansion in the less crowded wards and in the anburbs, the 
population of the den^ly populated wards is certainly stationary. 

2. This conclusion is opposed not only to the results of the census of 
CoEii!ii»ioa opiHMi'd to tins 1901, but <Mn be readily Seen to bo incoiTect by a 

retniii of ibo prewnt oeofui uid perusal yf diagram No. 7 which is appended to this 
fsiWooi. ^ ^ ^ Report. In that diagram an attempt has been 

made to exhibit graphically the rate of increase of the population daring the 
past centu^, as far as existing matarials will admit. The rate of inenmso of 
the population is there shown by moans of a curve which joins the vertices of 
co-oramates representing to scale the total population at different periods. With 
the exception of a break at the year 1872. the curve shows a continuously 
upward tendency. Tbe figures o£ 1872 are admittedly incorrect.*'*’ Had 
cxjiTGct censuses been always taken, it is extremely probable that tbo curve 
would have shown an absolutely continuous rise. 

Diaijfram No. 20 on immigration proves that natural progression as well an 
imnugration is on important factor m accounting for the increase. Diagram 
No. <T, which was discussed in tbe prenoin chapter, also shows that the 
conclusion as to the stationary cbaracter of the popuration in densely populattxl 
wards was unwarranted. 

Diagram No. 8 exhibits the proportionate increase of males and females 
in each ward since 1872. Some interesting ctmcluauns may be drawn froiu tiiis 
dlagrant. It will be seen that the wards showing the largest proportionate 
quantity of black colour ore Waterloo Street, Burnibaaar, and Fenwick Bamr, 
and that BurrabaJiar shows a very largo increase of the male population! 
These are all bnain^ centres. In the suburban area the proportion of black 
colour is comparatively small, showing lha; in this area there is a nearer 
approach to mafaBiBil conditions. 

3. la drawing conclusiona as to the variation of the population in parti* 

Qq^onef cb*E« of important to ensure that compari¬ 

sons are mado for the same area and not for 
totally different areai. When the figures for tho present census were first pub¬ 
lished, it was found that Hostings was the only Ward in which the pouula^on 
bad diminished; and the Health Officer of the Corporation, in hu Annual 
Adnunistiation Report of IRQ1-1992, osked mo to make an enquirv'in the matter 
as the result was probably incorrect. I found the explanation a very simple one. 
We were talking of different areas and in reality there was an increase instead 
of a decrease of the population. A discuaaton of the changes in area whieli

liavo taken place oinoe 1881 ami 1801 and the adjuatmQnta ^hich it ha^, in 
^n8e(]aence, been found necessary to nuike, is much too tedious to bo iucluded 
in this chapter. The matter hoe been fully dealt ivlth in an appendix at the end 
of this Chapter. 

4. The total population of Calcutta including the Fort, Port, Canale and the 

three auburbun mumcipolitice of Coenipore-Cliitpur, 
hfartioktcilla, and Garden Reach, amounted to 
010,144 on the night of let of March 1901. At 

the throe previous consuaas of 1872, 1881, and 1801 the figures for an equal 
area were 706,511, 684,710, and 765,510 respectively. There haa been an 
increase, therefore, in 30 yeani o£ 243,633 aoub, or 31*7 per cent. The uctuol 
increase is really much greater, and wo shall neglect for the future the incorrect 
figures of the Census of 1872. 

5. Let us next consider the question of the extent of the increase of

From these figures it will appear that the population of every area Las 
increased, with the exception of the Fort, wbicU is, of course, un Brea of an 
entirely exceptional character. At the time of taking the census of 1901, 
the South African war was in progress. The greatest increase from 1881 to 
1901 is in the Suburban Arua; but accordiug to the figures now given, the

This order is not quite the same os that determined by the actnol amount 
of numerical inoroase within the last decode or by the amount of variation 
idnca 1872 as exhibited by diagram No. 9. That diagram shows that the 
greatest amount of increase sinco 1872 is in what is known as the Fringe Area, 
whidi is now populated very largely by a Mill und Factory population. The 
order of the Wards showing a total increase of more than 10,000 souls each U 
as follows;—

In the ten years preceding I$0T the number of males and femalon increased 
by l;J7,813 and 55,821, showing an annual acorag© increase of 2^*/^ and 
27<, respectively. The number of females per thousund males bos, in conse¬ 
quence, been reduced from 583 in 1870 to 541 in 1891 and lias now fallen to 
503. This proportionate reduction is perceptible in all the wards of the city. 
The actual number of females has, however, increased in every area in the 
city, with the exception cff tho Fort and the Ward Bamun BuatEe, 'which is 
almost entirely inhabited by Europeans and tbs servants of Europeans, The 
largest nnmbor of females has been returned by (1) Bhawonipor© (SXU) 
20,804,(2) Jorasanko (VI) 20,585, (3) Moochipura (IX) 13,432, (4) Colootola 
(Vltl) 18,400, (5) Jor&bagan 10,004, (0) Shampuher (1) ! 5,052, and llnrtoUu 
15,284. The following six Wards, however, bead tho list in respect of the 
percentage of males to females, os may bo seen also from diagram No. 10, (1) 
Ballygnnge and Tollyguuge (XXi), (2) Bhawanipore (XXll), (3) Jlanicttmlu 
(IIlF.A.), (4) Burtolla (lU), (5) Beniapnker (XX), (6) Shampukcr (1). In 
these words the number of females to 1,000 males ranges between 743 and 689. 
The Heating population of the Port and Canals is almost eutiroly male. The 
returns give only one female to 2,000 mates. The Fort population, wliicEi 
consists mainly of soldiers together with a number of ebopkeepers and ortizans, 
returns only 70 females per 1,000 males. Waterloo Street (Word XllJ lias only 
97 females to 1,000 males. AVards V, VII, VIII, X, XII, and XIII which are 
all local trade centre.^, and Wards XVI, XVIX, XVIJI, XXIIl, and XXV, in 
which the European population mostly resides, show a proportion of females 
which is smaUer than the average for the whole city (1:2). The suburban 
area is becoming duriug each successive decade more and more of an url^n 
character. It is not eurprising, therefore, that tho proportion of females to moles 
has fallen during the lost decade from 10 : 18 to 10 : 10. 

8, Mr. Bevorloy bad to face the problem of accounting for the statiouary 

character of the population, a phenomenon which 
^ ^ ho admitted was opp^ to all preconceived ideas 
and oxpectafions. The results o! the census of 
1901 are, however, iu accord with preconceivod ideas, except that the amount 
of iacrease during the lost docado is greatest in those very ai ous iu which one 
might think that there was tho least room for oxpanaioii. It docs not, therefore, 
Seoul necessary to offer any ozplunaiion for the increaee exhibited by tho 
figures for the whole town. The remarkable increase in the case of the densely 
iwpulatod Wards is chiofly to bo explained by the fact that tho natural 
tondoncy in largo cities to an increase ot cougestiun in areas already congested, 
onicss cheeked by municipal action, ia specially marked in Calcutta, whero 
up-country immigrant labourers, who have recently come to the city, prefer to 
live with their friends in quortera already congested rather than to seek for 
mero sanitary surionndings elsowbero. It is probable also tliat the nuuil>er of 
4he population iu these particular areas'ivas undor-ratod in previous cwisuses. 
The« weaa give the greatest amount of difficulty iu taking an accurate census; 
and it M undoubtedly tho case that in previous censuses tho blocks asuiguod to 
individual enumerators in those areas were tnuch too largo. In some places 
oven au individual house was found on the night of tho Ist of March lUOl to 
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contain seTcml Inmdjwle of inhabitants. It is mamly duo to the Cenraa Com- 
niiflaionor himself that m the present cenaufl this particnlar point was fully 

appreciate and that adequate ottangomeiits wore made to ensure a correct 
enumeration, - 

&. The high proportion of tho male to tho female element of tho popU' 
in«wiBgdi.p.iitrb«flgnfti. has long been known to be u distJncfiTe 

* ,* . feature of Calcutta; and the cojicIuaioDfi arrived at 

m this copter are to the effect tliat the disparity in the nunibcra of the sexes 
la on teo inerea^ rather than the reFerse. The number of morrmd males in 
the necortog to the recent returns, amounts to 358,936. The total 
number of married females in the city, on tho other hand, is only 131,816 
It may be safely assumed, that rnumod women in town Imre their hnsbands 
with them, and that the difference between the figures for niairied moles and 
m^ied females, via,, 2S6,52Q, is the number of huabaods hving in Calcutta 
witlmut their wiT^ It is evident, therefore, that in Chlcatto there is not very 
much of family life or of those conditions which we associate with the Englidi 
word home. <an be accounted for mainly by the fact ^at tho cost of 

living, and cspe^lly of house-rent, is very much higher in Calcutta thitn in 

i^faaaii. The poorw classes who, induced by higher wages, come to 
Lalcu^ to eke out a livelihoi^, are very often compelled to leave their fematee 
b^ind them. Another contributory cause towards increasing the disparity in 
the totd nambera of the sexes is-to be found in tho fact that although a^n- 
sidorable number of grown-up boys are brought to Calcutta for their wtucation, 
there is a comparatively amaU corresponding'number of girls.

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CHAPTER HI. 

BELIGIOUf. 

Is tlila chapter we fthaJl deal firstly with the atren^h of the adhermita of 
the various religious professeil hy tlio people in the Metropolis and the relative 
amofunt of increase of eoch during the last decade. We shtdl next deal with the 
distiibutiou of the adherents of the various religion a in the Ward areas. 

I. 

I—(a)—NL’MDiai or AonKBKsrs op the various Religion's. 

Hindus form the bulk of the jjopulation. Out of a total of 949,144 per¬ 
sona in Calcutta and the anburbs, 015,491 are HiuduB, 280,5T6 ore Muhaui* 
niadans and-38,515 are Christians. In the town of Calcutta the Hindus form 
nearly 65 per cent,, the Muhammadana rather lesa than 30 per cent,, and the 
Cliristians slightly over 1 pc-r cent., of the total population, leaving only IKll 
|ier cent., or lOl per 1,000 of tlfb popatation to all the other religions. This 
nuoiber (ion ifl made np of 34 BudohistB, 2'4 Jews, 31 Bralvmos, 15 Jaina, 
3 Parsoes, 2 Confaoians, and tather less than 3 Sikhs. Of these religions four 
only have more than 1,000 adherents, Buddiiists number 2,903, Jews 1,889, 
Brahmos 1,709 and Joins 1,241* The only others worth mentioning are 
Paraees 290, Confucluirs ITS and Sikhs 153. The remaining minor leligious 
are represented by not more than 17 adhercuts scattered over tho Central and 
Southern Wards of the town. 


(il—A mou.vt of incuease wxcf, the last Ceksus. 

Hindus have increased 24*1 per cent, since the last Censusi and Muhani' 
inadans33'0l percent. The amount of increase therefore in tho adherents of 
tho tw'o chief religions is nearly the same. Among Christians, howovor, the 
amount of increase has boeti greater, 3U'T0 per cent. There is a still more 
remarkable increase in the ease of Brahmos and Jains, tbo percentages 
being 154 and 1.51, respectively. Parsecs and Jews hove increased by 
about 75 and 35 per cent. It ^ould be borne in mind, however, that the 
percentile figures of tho smaller communities taken by them selves are apt to 
give a mieloading impression, as acddenbil influjces or wiihdrawalu of a few persons 
produce considerable variations in tho pi-rcentages. We have 1,799 Brahmos in 
place of 7b2 at the previons census* Jlany BrahnioB, however, still hold, as they 
field before, that Brohmoism is only a sect of Hinduism* Some of them have 
therefore returned their religion aa Hindu at the present cenims just as they 
did before. It is holieved, therefore, that tho actual number of Brahmoa is 
larger than the figure shown in tho returns. The Brahmos as a class are, it is 
said, not increasing in number. The proportioDs of Hmdtis and Muhammadans 
to the totol population Lave remained nearly constant; while, with the exception 
of Sikha, those of all the other religions have increased* The prtipodions of 
Brahmos and Jains have nearly donbled. Tho strength of the adherents of tho 
various sects of Christiana will bo dealt with in a separate ohaptor*

Bach of thoB© 20 Wards has ajmpulation of which more than 50 per cent, 
is Hindu. In Park Street and Bow Bazar the proportion of Hindus fall 
to 41*2 and 38’8 per cent., respectively. In the Port where tlje loscaru of lai^e 
vessels and the crew of small craft are mainly Musalman, the Muhammadans 
are more than twice as numerous as the mndas. In the canals, in four 
Ward.s of the town, in two of the Frinp Alea Wards and in thaSuburhan 
Municipality of Garden Reach, the Musalman population oxcoeds the Hindu; 
while m the Bow Bazar AVard the number of the adherents of the two chief

(c) Chris data. 

It is remarkable that those sections of the town in which Muhammadaua 
preponderate contain a considerable part of the Christian population as well 
consisting mostly, however, of Eurasians and Native Christianfl, Bow Bazar, 
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with &,181 Christians is the cluof Chrifltian centto, contoiiiing 13'7 per eent. 
of the total Christian population of the town of Calcutta. 'Flio other chief 
Christian Wards are Fenwick BaKOr f^with 3,o05 peraons, or 11'2 per centOj 
Taltolla (3,534, or 10*9 per cent A tbo Port (2,793, or 9*4 per centA Colootola 
(2,843, or 4'5 per cent.), Entalfy (2,610, or 6*7 per cent.), and Puddopukur 
(2,337, or 6'2 per cent.). In regard to the rolative etrength of Cliriatlans to the 
total ijopnlatiou of the Word, Park Street, the Ward in habited by the Bltie of the 
£tiroi>ean community, stands at the head of all the Wards in the town. Ita 
Christian population forms 22 por cent, of its total popniation. The following 
six Wards in the neighbourhood of Park Street haTe more than 10 per cent, 
of their population Christians, Waterloo Street (SlfJ I0'6, Bow Bazar (A) 19*2, 
Baniun Bn8teo(XVn) 14*3, Collinga (XV) 11*6, Fenwick Bazar (XIII) 11*2, and 
Taltolla (XIV) nearly 11 per cent. The pro^rtion of Christians is nmcli lower 
in the remaining Words, parlicnlorly iu the Northern or Hindu AVards, in one 
of which (Koomertooly) hardly one man in 10,000 profeesea the Christian faith. 


(d) Minor Rel^ioiiB. 

Brahmoa are met with in all the AVards of the old town except llastings. 
Thej reside mostly in AA''arda .Torosanko and Jorabagan, in which the head* 
qnartere of the Adi and Sadlmran Brohmo Somajes are situated, and which 
tnerefore together contain the largoet number (936). Hoochipam, the head" 
quarters of the new Dispensation Church founded by the late Keshab Chnnder 
Sen, contains the next biglic^t number, viz., 253, and the^ adjoining Ward, 
Sukca’s Street, contains 133 Brahmos, wbite Fenwick Bazar, which contains 
a targe number of shop-keepers and petty traders from Eastern Bengal, returns 
109 Brahmos. In the added area, Bhawanipore, noted as tho seat of eminent 
A'akils, records 67 Brahmos and tlie Port 78 from amongst native passengers. 
No Buddhists are returned from Wards 1, IV, VI, XVIII, XXIV, XXV or the 
Fringe area. The great bulk of them are to be found in Colootola (1,128) 
and Bov Bazar (1,028). They are mostly Chinese, Burmese and Mughs. 
There were 2,199 Buddhista in 1891. They have since increased to 2,068. 
Nearly all the Jains Uve iu the commercial Wards of Jorabagan (318), Burra' 
bazar (793) and Colootola (75). A few of them are found in Sukea’s Street 
and Jor^onko. There are now 1,241 Jains against 494 in 1891. Even this 
number is, however, short of the a^ual number professing Jainism; for many 
Jains believe that they are merely a sect of Hindus and nave, in consequence, 
returned themselves as Hindus. There is no hard-and-fast line of demarcation 
between Jainisnr and Hiiidulsni. Many Oswdls and AgArwnllas, who have 
returned themselves as Hindu Baishnavs, claim kinship by marriage with castes 
of the same name professing Jainiam. 

Buirabazor contains tlie majority of Parsec residents, while Jews are located 
n r cui. . mostly where tho Colootola, Burrabazar, and Bow 

of 162 eonsiats mostly of soldiers returned from the Fort and traders from 
Burrabazarand Colootola (Wards VII and VllI), Tho Confucian community 
consists chiefly of the Cninese sb<x)']nakers, carpenters and cabinet-makers 
of Bentinck Street, which is the boundary between tho AVaterioo Street and 
the Burrabazar Wards, The bulk of them live in the former Ward. Jews, 
Jains, Parsecs, Cunfucians, and Buddhists are mostly tradesmen, and aro, 
therefore, more or less congregated in tbo trade centres of the town. They 
may bo said to be conspicuous by their absence in the Northern W^ards and in 
the suburbs.

The total iiiimbor of Hlndo cuates meutioned in the Ceneua Sohodules ia 
180. Rrahmaos form by fur the most numerous caatOt being 88,010 in number, 
or oite-soventb of the total Hindu population, and 9'9 per cent, of the entire 
population of Calcutta \ Kayasthaa era a good second with 71,757. Behind 
them at aome distance come Kaivarthaa, Subnrnabanics, Cham are, Goahi-'i 
and Taiitis. The numerical strength of each of thoao castes and its percentage 
on the whole Hindu population are shown below 
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1'he total for the town of Calcutta for these eight castes is 279,783, which 
is a little more than half the whole Hindu population 1551,462}. Eight 
castes (including Qaisnab, Napit, Dhoba, and tiandbabanic) each number more 
tlmo 10,000. TwelTe castes have more than 5,000 each, among which are 
Khatrios, Baidyas and Chatris. Of scTen castes numbering more than 20,000 
the Subarnabsinics and Tantis have 46 per cent, of femalea each. Thir^-seven 
per cent, of K&yosthas arc females. The female population of Kaivartlms 
IS nearly 30 per cent, and of Brahmans nearly 33 per cent. 

(5) Muhammadm, 

The Muhammadans divide themselves into seven groups. The Shekhs are 
an overwhelming majority, their number being 262,087 out of a total of 
280,570 Muhammadans. They form 91 per cent, of the Musalman population 
and about 28 per cent, of the whole population of Calcutta, If tne Shekhs 
arc reckoned as a caste, it is the most numorous, being about three times as 
large as that of the Brahmans. The second ilusalman tribe, in point of 
numbers, is the Pathan, which numbers 14,531 or 5 per cent, of the Muham¬ 
madan population. The Sayods with 7,586 come next. Moghuls 1,799, 
L^begis, Jolahas and Hazama make up the romamder. 

(r) Chrhlian, 

The Cbristinn population is divided into 46 nationalities besides Native 
Christians. The Enrasians form the majority of the Christian population 
claiming 14,603 out^ of 36,515, or 37*8 per cent. The unspecified Native 
Christians and natives of Englimd come nest in point of numbers consisting 
of 8,943 and 8,490 persons respectively* 

The proportion of females among unspecified Native Christians is very 
high. They number 4,137 out of 8,943, or 46 per cent. The Etireaiao 
females show a still higher percentage, 7,554 in 14,663. i>c., nearly 51 per cent. 
The peroentago of females among ibis class is higher than that of auv other 
in Ceucutta. Over 08 per ceut. of the Christians rcsido in the town of Calcutta 
and less than 2 pec cent, in the Suburbs*

three families numbering 13 persons in all, the Brahmos tire in 
the town of Oalentta, 

{ii) Jain .—>tfo Jain lires in the suburbs of Calcutta. Exactly half their 
number (330) are Osw^ls; 239 are Baisbanyaa; 120 are 
Brahmans and 07 Agarw&llae. The adhoronis of the other 
minor religions are almost entirely conhned to the old 
Town Area. 

(t«) Partee and Jm .—Tlio Parsecs show nO' subdivirions. The Jews are 
of 20 different nationalises, but the Arietio Jews form the hulk 
of them—‘1,145 out 1,180. It is noteworthy that there is a 
class of Jews who have no fixed domioila or native countiy 
and are content to describe themselves as Asiatic Jews, thus 
separating themselves from Arabic, Armenian, Hebrew, Bur* 
mese, Chinese, Persian, Syriaiij and Turkish Jews. These 
latter know and remomher the country from wliich they 
migrated, but the groat majority recognize that they have 
no pardcnlar ootmlry, which they can call their own. Jews 
and Eurasians are the only races in the town which have a 
female population more numeroua than the male.

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CHAPTER V. 


AGEf JSEX ANn CIVIL CONDITION. 

The quei^tioDi of eex and civil condition by age-perioda is most conveniently 
studied by meaiin of ivimt we may call “ age curves.” In fomiing' tliis curve 
the diilcrent age-penods aio first of nil marked off at equal dnutanoos from each 
other on the axis of X. The curve is then formed by joining the tops of verti* 
cal co-ordinates intersecting the axis of X at these poLuts and represouting 
population to scale at each of tho age-periods. In diagram (Ko. 131 the curves 
for married, unmarried and widowed males and females are thus exmbited. In 
diagram No. 14, the same curves ore shown for the civil condition of the total 
population irrespective of sex. In diagiams lf> and^ If!, civil condition aud sex 
by age-periods are eshihitod for tho tliroo chief religions, in diagram No. 17, 
the proportion of married males and fcinales in the three chief religions for the 
various wards of tlio city are graphically shown. It will facilitate an under¬ 
standing of the following somewhat dry discussion, if tho reader kooiw the 
diagrams in view while poruaing tho chapter. 

The cliapter is divided into sis sections. In the firat an attempt is made 
to estimate the mimbei of adherents of the rurians religions at diSerent age- 
periods. The proportlona of tho seses in the various civil^ conditions are next 
discussed. AVo then go on to consideT the question of civil condition by ago 
for all the religious taken together and afterwards for each re^on taken 
separately. The question of caste is next taken up and the proportions of the 
population in the various civil conditions and in the difforent age-poriods 
discussed in this connection* 


I.— Number of the AHJiEHESra of tub Dtt'PEnEST religions at the 

DIFFERENT AGE-PERIODS, 

Tho entrios reforring to ago have been clasaified into thirteen age-periods, 
twelve of five years each and a thirteenth comprising nffcs of 60 and upwards. 
Details of each year between 0 and 5 are also given in the tables. They show 
thatabovo 36 per cent, of tho Hindus and Muhammadans in Calcutta and its 
suburbs and above one-third of the CtimUans are between 20 and 35 years of 
age. The population below one year in each of these communities is consider¬ 
ably ‘greater than that between one and two Toars, indicating a high rate of 
mortality among infants in the metropolis. This may certainly bo ascribed in 
part to imomneo of hygienic met bods in bringing up infants in a town, and 
also in a'^great measure to the high prioe and bad quality of tbe milk oommonly 
obtainable. Owing doubtless to immigration, the number of childinn for each 
successive year rises very slowly, though irregularly, from two to five yoara. 
There aro fewer cMldren betwflt'H & and 10 than between 0 and 5, which shows 
that there is net much inerGa.so from immigration at this age. Above ton, the 
Hindu population increases gradually up to 20 aud then rises suddenly from 
60,841 to 65,080, probably on account of on influx of labourers in search of 
work at the age-period 20—25. After a further rise from tho same cause in 
tbe period 25—30 the age curve falls in the next two age-periods, during^ which 
wage-earning labourers are supposed to visit their homes tn the interior 
in much larger numbers than at any other period. The curve rises again 
at the age-period 40—45 after which it falls rapidly owing to bbourera leaving 
town and settUng down in their muffasil bom^. 

The Musalman population increases continuously after the age of two years 
till we come to the period 20—25. At 25—30 the curve rises abruptly and then 
begins to fall- The descent is irrogtilar owing to tho same causes as in tho ciise 

^ChfSians ate most numerous between tho ages of 20 and 25. Tho rise of 
tho a<'o curve up to this period and its descent afterwards ore more regular tlian 
in tho case of Hindus and Muhammadans. This is because llie disturbing factor 
of immigration is fur Jess matked than in the oases already discussed. 

At ill© t^e-periods 55—60, tho percentage of population is a minirautn in 
each of the threo communities. Tho porind of 60 and over, having a lat^r 
span of years, exhibits a larger number of persons. The peroentagu of Ilindaa 


in the former period is 2'&5, for MuhaTumadana I’6 and Cliriatians 2'8, In the 
latter period it is 4'S^ ^''5 and 4'5 respcctiyely, proving that nltbongh ft brger 
number of Mabamtimdana die between 55 and 60 than Hindus and Christiansi 
that religion possesses more veterans of GO and over in the town than either of 
the others. A lew mono Hindua are longer-lived than Christians in Calcutta. 

Tlie auddennosa of risu of the a^ curve after 20 and of the fall after 55 ia 
much more hoticeahle in the cftso (vidi diagrams Noa. 15 and lO) of men than in 
that of women, Mon eeck a livelihood in town to a much greater extent than 
women. The rise and fall of the curve in the case of the female population at 
the difierent age-periods are, therefore, much less marked, though at the same 
time more irregular than in the case of the male population. We find the age 
curve of the Hindu female population at the sucoessivo age-periods rising and 
falling 4 times between 0—5, 20—35, 30 — 35 and again between 40—45. 

Among Muhammadans the age curve for females is highest at 5-^10. It 
then doscends and ascends in an equally irregular way till it is lowest at 55 —50. 

The ascent and descent of the age curve for Christian femalea are more 
regular. The rise is gradual up to 10 —15. The curve then remains almost 
stationary at the next agc-period and afterwards descends slowly but steadily 
till we come to 55—GO. 


II.—CiVtL CONDmOK BY 8 El(»»Uf BIAGSASI No. 13J. 

There are 332,151 unmarried persons in Calcutta and its suburbs. The 
married (548,035) and the widowed of both sexes (118,058) nmko up with these 
the total population (949,144). Their proportion to the total population is 
therefore 2 9‘8, 57'7 and 12'5 per cent, respectively. Dividing them by sexes 
we have the following figures:—

The ratio of the males to females for the wholo population is very nearly 
2; 1 (1.000: 503), The ratio of unmarried males to unmarried females is a 
little less than 6 t 2. The proportion of married to umnarried males is even 
greater. It ydU be observe, therefore, that the proportione of unmarried as 
well fls married males to the corresponding repToaentatives of the other sex ore 
greater than the ratios of the seies in the case of the total population. On the 
other hand, we have considerably more than throe times os many widowed 
females as widowed malo®. Diagram No. IT also shows that the proportion of 
married females to married males is very much greater in the case of the 
Christiaii religion than in that of any other in all the wards.

Another noticeable fact is the very coDsiderable excess of widowed females 
oyup w'idowcd nmloBi The number of the furtner is more than four times that 
of the latter.

Jains, who form a small portion of the Calcutta population, have an 
even larger percontago of married. Two'tliirds of this sect have been returned 
as such. 

.Among Ilindua and Muhammadans the greatest number of married poteona 
(about four-fifths of the entiiu mnrried i>opu]ation) is to be found between the 
of 15 and 45. One-third of the total number of males is married between 
35 and 35 years of age. For the whole population the married ate to the 
unmarried as 3 : 1. Tim ratio is greater among Hindus, Mutiammadons and 
Jainsi It is nearly equal among Bridimos, Buddhists and Confucians. In the 
case of Christmns, Jaws and Parsees, among whom the cost of living is ^catcr 
and who do not, from piudeutiaJ considerations, readily indulge in matr^onj, 
the unmarried greatly prepondoratc over the married. 

There is a larger proportion of widowed persons among Hindna f 14 per 
If) widoffcHi cent* of the total Hindu population) than among ibe 

followers of any other religion. Muhammadans, 
Christians, Jains and others have about 9 per cent, eacli. Of the 14 per cent, 
of widowed Hindus, the greater part (11 per cent.) is female, owing doubtless 
to the custom forbidding the re-marriage of Hindu widows; but on the other 
hand there are but few Hindn women above 15 who ore unmarried* The 
figures give 3,003 unmarried Hindu females above the age of 15; 178 of tlieso 
are ub<jvo 60 years of age (vide table of percentages at the end of tba chapter).

among Enmaians. It may, therefore, be inferred 
* i«) I WL< . that Christiaos and particularly Englishmen have 

the smalleat proportion of married mates. Such is really the case. English, 
Eurasians and Native Christians have only 31'1, 34*9 and 39*1 per cent, of 
married dioq. The concspoudii^ figures for females are in a different order; 
40*0 per cant, of English women are married, while Eurasians are last in this 
respect with 3'2 per cent. 

Mogliuls have a higher percentage of widowed females (32*0) than Hindus 
(32 3); but the other two Musalman castes show very low perceutages, only 
17*1 percent, among Pathansand 21*0 per cent, among Snekhs. This low 
percentage is probably due to polygamy und to the tempcKraiy marriages 
prevalent among the last two castes. Widows are fewest among Englishmen 
(L0’${)«r ceut.h and also among Eurasians and Native Christioiis (15*9 and 
19*li'per cent.) 

Vaisnavs have the practice of admitting among their widows most of the 
lower Hindu caste widows who are afterwards called Vaisnavis. Nearly all 
profossionul prostitutes call thomselves by this name. Not only, thorefoTO, Ims 
the number of Vaisnavs increased, but the percentage of w idows also ia higher 
among t heni (.50*9percent, or more than half the whole number of their 
fotnales) than among other sectious of the population. The following other 
castes have more than 40 per cent, of their mmales in the widowed state:— 
Kaivartha 43*3, Tanti 45*3, Teli 42'2, Goals und Kamar _4(J*d each, Brahmuns, 
Vaidyafiand KayasthaS) have 26*2,23*7 and 29*5 roi<pectively of their females 
in the widowed condition. 

The proportion of widowed males is small among all castes. Among 
Hindus the following castes return the largest percentages:—Tanti 7‘S, Sadgop 
6*9 gin I Vnianava 6*G. The comparatively nigh percentages among the two 
former are probably due to the fact that fJieir maloa have to pay coiwidorable 
sums of money at the time of marriage to the falher of the bricle. TliLi custom 
prevails more or less among a number of the costea. Tho peci^ntago of their 
widowed males is about 5 per cent, or highor. The proportion of widowed 
tnales is least among Vaidyas (3*2 per cent.) and Kayasthfls f3*5 percent.) and 
(j ‘9 per cent, of Dlo^nl mates and 5*1 per cent, of rathan males are widowed. 
Native Christians show the largest pniportion (8 per cent,). Eurasians, 
English and Sheklis all return about tho same [joreentage (3*3). 

VI,—Civil conditiok for castb bt Aon'rnniODO. 

(Tho age-periods in relation to civil condition arc different from those la 
other cases, they arc 0-—•5, 5—12, 12—'15, 15—20, 20—40 and 40 and over.) 

Thera are 113 Hindu husbands and 127 Hindu wivoa below 5 years of age. 
One might cxpoct fewer married males than married femalos in the higher 
castes in this ago-period. It is surpriidug, therefore, to notice that there are 15 
monied males among Kaynsthos, 0 among Brahmans, 4 among Cliamars^ and 
2 each among Chhalris unci Klmtria without a single married girl among them. 

The number of tho married increases prograssiwly with increase of age 
among both males and fotnales in all the castes ap to the age of 40; but at the 
early ages up to 15 the figures for married females are always greater tlian^ the 
corresponding figures for males, due, no doubt, to tho fact that most Hindu, 
females are married early. That the majority of Hindu girls ate married at 
or below 12 is shown by the fact that the number of unmarried fomales fulls 
abruptly from 10,368 in the period 5—1*2 to 3,076 in the next period 12—15 
and furthof to 809 in the period 15—20. If unmarried prosHtutes cotild be 
eliminated from these the residue would ho a negligible quantity.

I,—DiFi'iiaENCES IN THE pRQCEDHBE OF THE PBESEETT A.NH THE PEErtOTTS CENSUS, 

In the censuaee ol 1S72, 1676, 1861 and 1891 the populntion iras deified 
into throe grnupa for purposes of educational statistics—(1) Those under iuiitTuc- 
tlon, (2} Literate, i,s., those able t^) read and write, and (3) Illiterate, This 
claasiHcation gave trouble on acfount of the overiapning of the first two groupa, 
which occurred, because there was do rule fising a uefinite Hue of demarcatioD, 
between those under matruction and those who wore really literate. These 
groups are not mutually exclusive. Under-graduates, and graduates 
studying for higher examinations, are much superior in point of education to 
a large number of so called literate ptoplo who can barely even read or wnte’* 
On the other hand, many children * under instruction * in pahhaht or at 
home may not be able to read or write at all. Accordingly in 1901 the 
returns show two main educatitmal divisions only—(I) Literate and (2U]literate. 
In 1891 the returns wore, for the first time, classified by ages : a further ample* 
fication, viz., a classification by caiitca and tribes, has now been introduced, 
I'he figures of the previous census do not admit of a strict coo^parison with 
the figures of the prusent census, since there is no means of ascertaining the. 
extent CO which in tuo previous census Dliterate children under instruction 
were included among literates. In his report of the census of Calcutta, 1691, 
page 25, the Census Officer remarks:— 

“ It WM sUo directed that If the person onumomtod knew English ho was to bs shown 
os knowing It as well tu tbo TernOGolar ha know beat, but for those who were ttutuimj 
no such langus^fs was to bo shown. But many who were really IcsmiDg were reooidod 
sa knowing English sud Bengali, and this bus ooniured the abstractors/' 

These remarks tend to shew that the number of literates in ISDl woa 
exaggerated. 

IL—Pebcentaoe ok Liteiwcv and ExrsMT OF Advance duaino the last 
Decade in M.^lh and I'emale Education— Vide di. eiuai. 

Seven lukhs twenty-four thouannd nine hundred and seventy-four persons 
III Calcutta and the Suourbs have been r<-turned as illiterate, I'uey form 76 4 
per cent, 4if the total population. Only Ii3'6 per cent., therefore, or leas then 
one.fourth, can read and write. Of this parcenthge, 26'0 per cent is male and 
3’6 [ler cent, female. In other words, in the whole of Calcutta and its suburbs, 
there are only 236 persons out of a thousand who can rood and write, Twu 
hundred of these are males and 36 females. Of the total female population, abont 
one-tenth only (lO-fi per oent.) is literate. The proportion of male literates is 
about three times as high (30'4 per cent.) In the town of Calcutta alone 
excluding the suburbs but incluoing the port, fort and canals) UJitorates number 
637,354 out of u popnlstion of 847,354 persona. Of these, 384,909 are males 
and 252,44-5 ftmalt-s, against 301,881 males and 213,676 females in 1801, when 
the population amounted to 68t,56i> souls. Illiterates in 1891 formed 75'6 per 
cent, of The total population and the literate together with those under instruction 
amounted to 24 4 per cent. The total illiterates of the Town proper now make 
up 75*3 per cent, of the population: only 24'T per cent, of the population is 
literate. Assuming the correctness o! the figures for 1601, a compariacn of 
these percentages leads to the conclnsiou lhat any ad.vance in eduoition during 
the lost ten years in Calcutta is scarcely appreciable. According to tbe census 
ol 1891, 32'5 per cent, of tbe male popuLition of the town was either literate or 
under iestrucuan. Now 31'5 per cent, only has been chu^sd as literate. If It 
be i^med^ that 1 per cent, of those recorded as leomw in 1891 could not be 
considered literate, education amongst the male population of ^e town must be 
deemed to have made do process during the last ten years. But in spite of the 
vagueness of the term “ learning as employed in the former Census, there has 
undoubtedly been a marked improvement in /male edncatioii) for, while there 
were only 4*8 per cent. (213,676 persona) of the female population eitlier 
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Uteiatfl ox learning in 1801 , we hava now no less than 11*5 per c^t. (33, (5o 
persona) of the ontire female popnlutiou of die town olaMed ^ htorote, 
deluding the Port, Fort and Camda, where die largest nj^her of xllitcratea 
was found, there were in 1891, ea reported by the Consaa Omcer, the

The alow rate of increase in the total numbor of literate porsotiB in the city 
is portly to bo acconnted for by thofact that there is annually an increasing 
admixture of illiterate immigraate, who are attracted to Calcutta by a higher rate 
of woces and find employment as artiznns, menial servants and labourers, 

iSagram No. 18 gra[ 3 liieaUy illnstratee some of the above romaiks, Tho 
proponderance of black colour gives a more vivid idea of tho extent to winch 
ilUtWcy still exists in the city than aoy figures eon possibly do. This w 
more especially so in the suburbs and in the case of the female popnlation.

Among the castes mentioned above, ^dyas, who form but n small com- 
nnjnity fioJ & numter of whom rosido m tho Town for tho ptirpow of 
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Btuciying or practising medicino, hood tho list of Hindu castes in respect of 
perenntoges of literate mules and females. I'ho total number of Baidyaa in 
Calcutta, however, is only 6,953. A number of Brahmans in Calcutta speak 
UinduBtani and Uriya. Tho MToentage of literates among this class is wry 
small. If tlio Bengali*Bpe!ibiig Brahmans could be seiMratod from tho ofchere, 
tho proportion of Utorates in tho caste would be considerably increased. Tbis 
in also true of Kayasthaa to a smaller cstent. Id the caso of the Hindu castes 
given above the laDguago in which they arc literate is almost always Bengali 
with tho exception of the up-country castes of Chhatris and Khatris and of 
a portion of Brahmans and Kayasthaa. Three-fourths of the male literates 
among the two former are literate in Hindustani. _ Tlie Hindustani literates 
among the last two amount to about 1-lOth and 1-aOth reaiwctively of the 
populations of those castes. Of literates in Bengali, the Biiidi^ re^m 69 
cent., Sadgops stand second with 69 per cent, followed by Kayastnas 68 
per cent., and Subarnabanics 50 per cent., Brahmans ^d Gandhabanics show 
47 per cent, each- The compurativoly low percentage in the case of Brahmans 
is explained by the inelusioo in tliat caste of a couaiderable number of 
lliotlustani and Uriya-speaking Brahmans.

It is rather curious that Irish females suq^aas all others m respect of edu¬ 
cation. Among male literates the Armenians take the lead with 68 i>cr cent. 
The Euglish and Irish follow closely at their heels with 92 and 01’7 per cant. 
rGSpoctively^. It is aurprising that the Scotch in Calcutta slioidd stand fourth in 
the list. Tills is probably duo to the fact that a number of illiterate EursHian 
fomiliGis of original Scotch parentage had themselves returnod as Scotch by the

It will bo seen that Brahmans, as the head of Hindu castes, return the 
largest total numW of literates in English. They aro followed the 
Knyasthas. The small community of Vaidays, which stands 23rd in point of 
total number in the l^t of castes found in Calcutta^ and whoso traditional 
occupation renders it incumbent upon its members to learn Sanskrit and Bengali 
only, shows comporatiTely the greatest amount of progress in English education. 
Forty'Seven out of IQO males in this caste are literate in Engli^. In compare 
ing perccnbiges, one is struck with the fact that not only the Vaidyas but even 
the Kayasthas have out-distanced l^rahmans in the matter of English education* 
This is duo no doubt to the large immigration of up-country and Uriya 
Br^matis, among whom English education has not yet spread. It is also a 
remarkable result tliat in the education bible of the metropolis in which 40 ca^ca, 
including some of the very lowest, ore exhibited in their relation to education, 
there are no more than six castes which sliow tlicir total male population 
uiiterate and not more than seven castes which show their entire female 
population aa unahte to read and write. Theso castes are Baiti, Chunoii, 
KMvartba (Chasi and Jelia), Mai, lifalo and Tatwa. Orthodox Hindus in the 
muffnsil would still fiud it hard to behevo that 8*6 per cent, of the Cbanian, 
6*4 per cent, of ihe Bbobas, 2*6 of the Haris (the voiy lowest caste), 2*4 of the 
Eaoras, 6*2 per cent, of the Lalbegis (the lowest of the low costo), SS'S per cent, 
of tbc Muenees (another of the very lowest caste) and 3*4 per cant of tho 
Tiyars are really literate in the Town of Calcutta. 

Such castes as Kaivarthas, Tantis, Sadgops and Subamabunics (the lost 
of whom, though always wealthy, Las been degraded since King ValloWa time 
to a very low place in the Hindu caste organlaation), are proved by the figures 
to have educated themselves in considerable numbers and to have tlma rison 
above tho level of oilier Hindu castes of equal social position. These facts are 
interesting as showing how the lower castes have bonefitted under British rule. 


(&) Srtthafnniadon$, 

The only caste among the Itfuhammndnns which has more than 1,000 males 
literate in English is that of Shekh. Tho total number of persons in this caste, 
however, is far in excess of that of any otlier Bluhammaoan casto. Although 
the total number of persons Hteroto in English is, therefore, considorable, the 
percentage of literacy in. the caste is extremely low. Tho backwardness of all 
tlie Muhammadan castes in the matter of English education is too well known 
to require comment,

The percentage of Eurasian, males knowing English is, therefore, very 
respectable although capable of iniproToment; Ilen^li Native Chiistiane, who 
are usually very poor, head the list of literates in En^isb among Bengali. The 
percentage amoog other NaiiTe Chnotians b lower than t^t of the better 
Hindu castes.

. There has thus been an iucreaGe of four languages in the Asiatic group 
and a decrease of bU in the Non-Asia tic group. A detailed oompariaon of the 
language tables of the two censuses chows that while Cutchi woe spoken in 
Calcutta in 1891 by 8 persoua, it finds no pLaoe in the present returns; while 
such Indian languages as Arakanese, Goanese 'and Kaithi (a dialect of Hindi) 
haye been returned in this census as spoken languages. Russian was entered 
as an Asiatic language at the last census; but it has, in this census, been entered 
as a Non-Asiatic laugua^, Abyssiniani Gaelic, Irishf Maltese, Norwegian, 
Roumanian and Welsh, uough returned as spoken languages in 1891, are 
absent in the present tables. This is due to the fact that English-knowing 
persons spealung these languages elected in the present census to declare 
English to bo their mother-tongue. 

ir.—P hOPOBTIOS or the PorOLATIOIf STEAKISG DIFFJtBENT Lanouaoes. 

Of the languages spoken in Calcutta, 41 arc Asiatic and 16 Non-Asiatic. 
Of tlie Asiatic languages 20 are ^ken within ihe limits of the Indian Empire 
and 15 outside of those limits. The mother-tongue of the bulk of the popula¬ 
tion is either Bengali or Hindustani, lliroughout Calcutta and tho tiuburban 
Municipalities Bengaii is s;>okcn by nearly five lakhs of people and Hindustani 
by over 81 lakhs. Tho three languages coming next in order ore Uriya, spoken 
by 33,498, English by 28,070 and Urdu by 27,627 souls, constituting 3-5, 3’0 
ond 2'9 per cent, of the population respoctiyely, Hindi and Urdu as spoken in 
Calcutta ara esseutially the same language. They often go by the common 
name of Hiiidnstani. The former has a preponderance of Sanskrit words while 
tho latter contains a considerahlo admixturo of words derived from Arabic and 
Persian. In the previous census report they were treated as one language. 
The total number of persons whoso tnothcr-tongue is Hindustani may be put 
down at 381,397 or 49'2 per cent, of tlio total population. The following two 
tables show at a glance the figures of the censuses of 1901 and 1891 for the 
percentages of the population and of females siicaking these languages in the 
town of Calcutta:— t & o 
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Tlio actual number ef pereone spealcing each of thcso main languages baa 
tLua increased along nitb the increase of the total population aincc 1891; but 
the percentage on the total population of the totvn has decreased for Bengali, 
increased for Hindustani and remained nearly constant for the other two. 
Some languages with unfamiliar names like Oraon, Ehaskura, appear to have 
l^en included under Bengali in 1891; in the present census, the superior 
unpaid agency which was obtalDod for enumeration to whom the rules as to 
differentiation of languages in the Knmneiation Schedules were carefully 
eaplsined, has shown such languages separately. The increase in Hindustani- 
speaking people and the proportionate decrease in the Bengali-speaking element 
arc, however, main^ to be aocountod for by the irntnigration of HindustanJ- 
^eaking labourers, durwans and other menials, as well as of Marwurb and other 
Hindustoui-gpenking tradesmen in largor numbors in recent years owing to the 
derelopment of trade and commerce. The percentage of Bengali-speaking 
females is only 39‘3 as ogalDst 40'7 in 1891. The percentage of English- 
speaking females, too, has come down from 45'9 per cent, to 43'4 per cent, of 
tlic tot^ of that class, while there is a higher perceutago of fotunles among 
the Hindustuiii-speaki^ communities than in 1891, namely, 26 T per cent, 

III,— DlSTBIBUnON OF TEE POPULATION SPEAKING DIFFEBENT LaNOTJAOBS IS 

TEE VAKIOtFS ToWS AkEAB. 

More than half the population in all the Wards of the old town area north 
of Machtwa Bazar and Cotton Street, in Ward IX (Moochipara) and in 
Ward XI (PuddopukerJ, i.s,, in eight out of IS Wards, is Bcngali-apeaking. 

The same remark applies to all the Wards of the 
Bengiii ud Hiadustmii. added area with tiie exception of _En tally, Bcnia- 

pukei and Watgungo as well as to the Suburban Municipdities, Although 
in Taltolla, Pork Street, Beniapukcr and Wat gunge, Bengali-speaking persons 
are lesa than half of tho total population of the Ward, they aro more nnmerouB 
than those ai>oaldog any otner single language. Similarly, Burmbazar, 
Golootola, Waterloo Street, Collinga, Bam on Bustee and Hajitinga have each 
more than 50 per cent, of the po^lation speaking Hindustani, In Bow Bazar, 
Fenwick Bazar, Watgnngo, the Fort and the Port there is an absolute majority 
of Hindustaui-speaking people, although, as compared with the number of 
persons fipeaking any other language, they do not, in any of these ureas, 
come up to 50 per cent, of the total population. There are four Wards (XII, 
XV, XVII, XVIII), leisa than 25 ^rcent, of whoso population eprak Bcugali, 
but only three, namely, Wards I, II and XI, with less than 2a per cent, of 
Hindustani-apenking persons. In the foui* Wards XVll, XI, VIII and 
XXV, i.f‘, Barntm Bustee, Puddopuker, OoIootelD and IVutgunge, the proportion 
of Uriya-spt’aking persons lies between 12 and 7 jmr cerit. There is 
one Udya out of oven’ 600 residents in Park Street | XVJ|, Taltolla {XIVJ, and 
Hastings (j^VlUj. Mniapookor (XX) and Ekbalporo (XXlV) contain only one 
to two per cent, of them.

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CHAPTER IX. 

IMMIGRATION. 

DiAGEAit No. so appended to tlus Report L) one of the most eatisfactory of 
iho serieH, Ijecause it sho^sat a gtanoe tbe proportion and character of the 
immigrant mpalution. It obtabliehea at once me dieory that immigration 
u reaponBilHo for the prepondeieting pTopoTtions of tbe male element in 
the population and alao tluit immigranta far outnumber the natirea of tbo 
city. A glance at Table XT, on the other hand, girea one a most vivid 
impression of the extremely diverse character of the population. There are 
very few quartet of the globe, which do not contribute their quota to the 
metropolis of India. 

(a) Some e&aracteritltcs of mni^rant p&puhthn^ 

If wo divide the whole population of Calcutta and Suburbs under the two 
IiDoda of “born in Calcutta” and “boro outdde Calcutta," those born in Calcutta 
(!102,90b) will be found to form only 31*9 per cent, of tlie total, wliile 63'1 ^mreent. 
or more than twO'ihirds are boro outside of Calcutta and may be termed the 
immigrant population of the city. .Imong the city-born residents tlie proportion 
of females lh 136,001 to 167,305 males or SIO'S to 1,000 males ; hut the dU- 
imiity of the two sexes among the immigrants is very marked. There are only 
188,683 females against 467,560 or ■il2'3 pur 1,000 males. About OaT" per 
cent, of the ^pulation of the town of Calcutta is immigrant, UMinst 87*9 per cent, 
of the Suburbfm population. It is curious to note that while there are 386 female 
immigrants per l,0p0 males in the town, there are so many as 692 females per 
1,000 males in the Suburbs, This is probably due to the fact that tbe congested 
character of the greater part of the town area does not admit of much family life. 
MaiTicd people are often obliged to live in the Suburban areas where rent is 
lower, while large numbers of the labouring classes who reside in the town 
have to leave their women and children in their muffasil homes. 


(B) Aitiomt of imm^rent ji&pulatien fyom ihc varioui groups A, B, C, 

D-^B of the Impertai TaBte XI. 

Tbo great majority of immigrants (62*2 out of the 03*1 per cent.) comes 
from Bengal outside Calcutta (group A), and 14*8 from the rest of India, 
leaving only 1*1 per cent, or more, approximately 108 per lo,000 for all 
tbo o^er countries in the world. The immigrants from Europe (group Dj 
uro more than twice as uuuiorous as those from countries in Asia beyond the 
Indian Empiio. Britisti-born residents nomber 6,910 againsi 963 from the 
rest of Europe, winch ia less than the uuniWr of tbe Irish (1,100), though 
greater thau tbo nunibet of tbe Scotch (869) in the town, A little more 
than a fifth part of the European population is femule; but tbe proportion 
is one to four in the case of the English and 1&» than one>fifth and one- 
eeventh respectively in the case of tlie Scotch and Irish, The French and 
Germans are nearly ejiaa! in number (176 and 169), while the Auatrians (108) 
are the only remairiiiig European nation which is represented by more than 
106 residentii. About a sixth of each of tlio lost three communities are fenides. 
America supplies nearly as many (190) inhabitants as Africa (191) and 
Australasia (e7) taken together. Only 30 per cent, of tbe Americans are 
lemnlos, as against two-thirds of the Africans and two-fifths of the Australa¬ 
sians. Among tbe Asiatic countries which contribute to the popuJatioa of 
Calcutta, China standa at the top. We have 1,775 Chbeae (of whom leas 
than one-twelfth are females; residing chiefly in the liow Baxar and Waterloo 
Street sections j 331 Afgane, 264 Persions, 191 Arabians and 103 immigrants 
from the Straits Settlements follow with more than lOO residents of eadi. One- 
third of the Persiaus and one-sisteontb of the Arabians are females, while 
females among the others vary between 8 and 10 jier cent, of the total number 
of each race. 
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We have seen that more than hall the poptilalioQ waa bom in Bengal 
outside Calcutta. The total number la 493,330^ of whom 13,033 or over 
30*3 per cent, are females. There are 47 districts in Bengal, The district of 
24*Parganas supplies 123,339 or a fourth part of the Bengal-born population, 
of whom more than two-Sftha (43’7 per cent.) ore females. The average female 
populatiou of Calcutta and Suburbs is on1j|34*2 per cent. In 1881, 38-7 per 
cent, of the Calcutta population gave Calcutta or the 24-PaTganas as their birth- 
pluce. In 1891 they formed 40 per cent, of the population, while now they 
are 44*7 per cent. The enpply of immigrants from the 24-Paiguuaa has, 
therefore, risen from 3d,0(JO in 1891 to 133,000 at the present eeusus. 
More and more men from the ueighbouriug villages are settling m Calcutta. 
This is partly due to the unhealthinesa of the aurroun^ng tracts and the 
benefits conferred bv the much abused Calcutta Corporation. Their places 
are being filled by the immigrant recruits from Bihar and tlia North-Western 
Proviuces who work in tlie numerous mills which have sprung up on the banks of 
the Hooglily. The district of llooghly stands second witli 59,309, Gaya, Patna, 
Midnapur and Cuttack have each supplied between 30 and 40,000 persous, 
while the following eight have yielded above 10,000 persons and less than 
90,000Burdwan 19,483, 8aran 18,749, Shahahad 17,865, Dacca 15,707, 
Nadia 15,346, Howrah 14,440, MuriOffarptir 13,943 and Monghyr 10,432, 

Prom tlie three great provinces of Northern India, the tJuitod rrovinces, 
Kajputua and the Punjab 3ie bulk of the population from group B is recruited 
India, outside Bengal. Of 140,555 pereoDS from this group, 106,430 come 
from the United ProFinces alone. Of those only 15'9 per cent, are females. 
Considerably more than half of them are recruited from the four districts of 
Bouares (15,738), Azamgarh (14,011), Ghazipnr (14,515), and Jaunpur (10,940), 
Rajputana supplies 14,947, but more than 13,000 of them are from the 
States of Jaipur and Bikoneer, Twentj-seven districts supply immigrant b from 
the Punjab; hut out of the 6,699 Punjabis, 3,036 come from Lahore and Delhi, 
Of the two sister provinces, Bombay 8anjdsl2,805 against 1,919 from Modm; 
but a larger number (1,539) comes from Madras dty than from Bombav 
dty (1,225). 

(f) Character cf the imm^ant populaiian of the Suburbs ontjf. 

The above remarks apply to the town and suburbs taken togetlier. As 
regards the suburbs only, wo find that 57'9 per cent,! of the population is 
immigrant; ^I’l ^ por Cent, comes from Bengal, outside of Calcutta, The 
reason of this high peroentagu is, of course, that entries of birth in the 
94-’Parganas have been considered as cases of persons bom outside of Calcutta ; 
16-5 per cent, come from, the other parts of the Indian Empire and only '3 j>er 
cent, from the rest of the world, outside India. Ninety-two come from England, 
48 from Scotland, 15 from America, 5 from Africa and 7 from Australasia. 
There are 65 Chineae, nearly all of whom liail from Canton. Hooghly district 
sends 5,100, Midnapur 3,969, Shahabad 2,775, Cuttack 9,471 and Gaya 3,919. 
Nadia, Pabna and Howrah send doise on 9,000 each, Bombay city sends 
15 and Madtae ci^ 38. 


APPENniX ON THE BIRTH-BATE OP CALCUTTA, 

The ago Tetums given in the schedules wilt appear, on the very face of 
them, far from esact. The entries for years which are raultiples ol ten are 
much greater than for those immediately above or below them. This is 
obviourty due to want of accurate knowledge of ago and consequent eSorts at 
approximation. It is not, therefore, safe to draw any conclusions with regard 
to ratea of birth and death from such data. The chances of error of this kind 
are, however, minimised in the case of infants and children and it is nos«b!o 
to derive some approxiinatiens from the figures at our dtspoml. ' 

An English expert, Mr, Hardy, has calculated the birth-mto and deatli-rate 
for the larger provinces of India baaed on the proportions ascortaiued for 
the^ proclaimed clans of the Nortli-Western Proviucca, the statistics about 
which are regarded as being fairly accurate. According to him, if 100,000 males

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CHAPTER X. 

IUfFIllMITIES. 

As tho iiiAnji "were tabulated by agc-perioda^ the same procedure has been 
adopted for the purpose of illuHtration as in tlio ease of the discussion on the 
question of the civil condition of the pnpulation. We shall deal in this 
chapter first with, the number of the venous kinds of indrm persons in the 
town and suburbs by Mxes and aj^e^periods and tbon wi^ the proportion of 
the alDictod in the various religions and castes. 

I. — ISriliM nv BTXKS iND AGE-rEEIOUS AND AilOIWT Of INCREASE SINCE THE 
LAST CENSOB {tide DIAGRAM Ko. 21 AT THE END OF IRE RliJ'OET). 

In Calcutta and Suburbs the total number of persona retumetl iiifinu is 
1,916; 1,747 live in the town of Calcutta and 160 in the suburbs. Of the 
former, 474 have buen returned as insane, 335 as deal-mute, 696 as blind end 
243 as afflicted ^tb ^ lopmsy. Thus, in every 10,000 persons in the town, 
21 are afflicted, six being of uusound mind: four deaf-mute, eight blind and 
three afflicted with leprosy. Every 10,000 persons in the suburbs have 17 
afflicted, distributed as follows, 4 deaf-mutes and 8 blind persons as in 
the town, but only 3 lunatics and 2 Icijors, so that the proportions of the 
last two kinds of afflicted persons are higher in the town area. 

(a) hmne .—In the town of Calcutta tlio numbers of males and females 
returned as insane are 335 and 139 ra-ipectively a^inst 318 end 115 in 1891. 
Both have, therefore, mcneased nearly equally, Male lunatics are nearly three 
times as many as female lunatics. I'he ratio of the numbers of male to female 
lunatics remams unchanged. No person under three years of age has been 
recorded insane. It is impoeaihlo to aay, even at the age of four, whether a 
child is really insane or is merely somewhat slow of comprehension. The insane 
are mostly between 20 and 40 years of age. There are 287 insane persons 
between these ages and only 43 belnw the age of 20; but of these 32 are females. 
The number docreaaes with iigo after 40, the total above 40 being 145, That so 
few women above the age of 20 have Imen returned as lunatics is suppoe^ to 
bo due portly to the unwillingneea of tho family to disclose the defect to stran¬ 
gers. 

(i) Of the 335 peraoufl returned as deaf-mutes, 210 aro males 

and only 125 females, against lOT and 99 respectively in 1891. None of these 
arc younger than one year and in the first age-period (0—5) the males prepon¬ 
derate greatly, thero bemg 7 males to one female. Above that age the deaf- 
mutes ore distributed nearly oqualiy among all the age-periods, though nearly 
half of them (164) are betwoeu tho ages 5 and 30. Above 25 years of age 
female mutes are niuch fewer than male; but at 60 years of ago and over we 
have 27 females a^inst 20 males, 

(c) iJ/wd.—The largest number of persona returned os blind (359) is 

observable in tlio hurt age-porsod (60 and over); 144 of theae are women and 
only 115 are men. The violent rise obeorvnble in the blind curve at this point 
leads one to tbo conclujiion that, in spite of very clear instructions on^e- 
ratora failed to discriminate between those blind from birth and those blind 
merely from age, h rom the age of 55 and upwards, bl^d women are more 
numerous tlmn bKnd men. In tlie first age-poriods there are 13 blind children. 
The blind curve rises and falls inegnlarly through the successivo ago*period« 
reaching ite highest point between 30—35 and between 40 and 45, at wbicb two 
points the height is nearly the some. Tho number of total male blimi ia 398 
and of female blind 300. In 1891 the numbora were less than half in each case 
171 and 141 respectively; bat 543 blind persons were recorded in 1881, ' 

(d) Thero is one leper to every 3,503 persons in the town of 
Calcutta, The male lepers (180) are three times as numerous as the fomalo 
(62). There ore none below five years of ago and above that age the leper curve 
rises gradually, reaching its highest point at tho ago-periods, at which the total 
populatjon of tlie town ts most numerous. The number decreases after the ago 
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of 45 though not regularlj. In JS91 tliere were fewer Icpert (173) than in 
1881, when the number was returned as 3S7. The differonoe might be due 
wiioiiy to defects in enumeration. It might be due in part at least to sup pres* 
sion of facts and partly also to the emigmtion of a portion of the leper popula¬ 
tion to their TiUa^ in dread of being recorded by the census enumerators as 
town lepers in a public document and of beiog pressed in oonsecjseuco to 
reside in asyluma and prerented from begging in the streets, 

II, —PnoPOKTlOll or AFTLlCTiiD IN THE VABIOUB RELIGIONS AND CaSTES. 

Nearly all the ofSicted (1,735 out of 1,747) are confined to the tliree 
religions —Hindu, Musa!man and Christian. The following tables show the 
numerical distribution of all kinds of the afflicted among the main religions 
and their percentages in comparison with the i>ercentages of the three religions 
to the whole population:—

Considering that Hindus make up nearly two-thirds of the total popula¬ 
tion of the city, it is not surprising that they have the largest numbor of most 
kinds of afilicted. 'Fhe blind, however, are an eiception. Nearly lialf the 
whole number of blind persons are Muhammadans, 

On comparing the proportions, it is easy to notice the great prepouderanee 
of the afflicted of every kind and partioularly of the insane and the leper amung 
the Christians in the town of Calcutta. only 4’25 per cent, of the popu¬ 

lation is Christian, nearly a fifth part of the insane and a sixth port of the lepers 
are found among those who profess this religion. Although this might nt first 
sight seem to throw Buspicion on the aoenracy of tho figures, it should be 
Tcmembereil that conversion to Christianity ou the appearance of Hymptonis of 
leprosy, blindness, etc., is of frequent occurrence. It ia proliable that t^hristians 
do not try to suppress and keep back iufonuation concerning the infirniitieB 
of the mem bora of their family from tho public through fear of exposure to 
neerlr the same extent as Hindus and Muhammadans. 

Ihc number of afflicted of every kind is below the normal among Hindus; 
but the pro;H>rtions of inaants and deaf-mutes are comparatively higher than 
those of the other two binds. It should bo remembered that the existence of 
bliudttess and leprosy sometimes causes social ostracism from the Hindu family. 
Although insaniiy has InUdy come to be racognised as almost as bad a heredi¬ 
tary impediment to marriage, as blmdnesa or leprosy, neither this infirmity nor 
that of deiduoss bnnga such a penalty to the unfortunate sufForer,

among such castes om have them in tho greatest proportions, 'rhe tmmber of

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CHAPTER XI, 

OCCVPATIOyS OF THE PEOPLE. 

The fltatiiitics of the occnpatSons of the people are eecond in importance 
only to the actual enumeratLoo of the i^oplor The work involved in compiling 
these atatiarics la very great. Occupations have been clasaified into eight great 
aectiona. This procedure differs rKghtly from the an-angemont in 1601, wlieii 
the last two classes were combined under one head. The classes^ are divided 
into S4 orders* The orders are divided into 79 sub-ordera, wliieh are agniu 
split up into 590 groups. The prcportioua of tho popidation (male and female) 
employed under the various orders are graphically oxliibited for the town and 
suburbs in Vagram No. 22. From tho diagram it will bo seen that tlio order 
employing tho largest proportionate number of the people in the town area 
is that of “ Personal, household and sanitaiy services." Next comes ** Transport 
and Storage" and then Commeroe." The number of persons engaged in the 
Supply of food, drink and stimulants" is nearly equal to that engaged 
in comniercial pursuits. ** Eaith-workers and general labourers " occupy the 
next place followed at no great distanco by “ Workers in textile fabrics," The 
Learned and artistic professions” employ the next oonsiderable number of the 
population of the town. Tliis order is followed at a short distance hy^ “ Build¬ 
ing" and “Supplementary requirements." Next comes “Administration," 
The orders of “ Metals and precious stones," “ Leather " and “ Wood, «inc and 
leaves ” which follow, take precedence of those engaged in “ Agriculture.” 
His Majesty’s soldiers (“Defonce") form but a email percentage of the 
population. Tlicce is considerable room for expansion apparently in the case 
of the following indnstrics:—“ Light, firing and forago,” Gloss, earthen and 
stoneware," “Drugs and dyes,” " Vehicles and Vessels" and “ Provision and 
care of animals." Sport" employs a very small percentage of the population, 

Turmug now to the suburban area, we find tbiit tho greatest number is 
engaged under the orders “ I'extile fabrics and. dress*" “ IVansport and Storage,” 
“ Food, drink and stimulants," and ** Personal, Household, and Sanitary services.” 
The only romaming cooddemble section of the people is that under the head 
of ** Earthwork anS general labour." 

Ill the pcesent census provision has been made for diiTereutiating makers 
from sellora of articles, and persons eng^od in hand^ industries have been 
distinguishod from those employod in mills and factories, Male and female 
dopoudeuts have not boon shown separately. For the purpose of comparison, 
certain adjustments of the figures of the lost census have been made in accord* 
anco with tho present classification. We shall now proceed to discuss in detail 
the nimibors returned under the various classes, orders, and sub-orders as com¬ 
pared with the returns of tho last census. We shall tlion deal with the distribution 
of tho industrial, conunoroial, and profoBsional population and with the occupa¬ 
tions which employ o considcmblo section of the fenmlo population and shall 
conclude witli a consideration of the distribution of the more impoTtant 
occupations—(a) among the adherents of the different roligioue, (i) among 
Europeans, Eurasians and Native Christians.

Tboise latter are served by nearly half as many persons as the Government, 
They employ 384 “ Inspecting and supervising officials,” 1,161 '* Clerks ” mnl 
2,834 “Menials” (other than “Scavengers” who have been reckoned 
ei sow here, vide sub-order 16). In 1801 the number of Municipal clerks, siTcars, 
&c., was 1,150. The six thousand and odd Government clerks have more 
than tw'ice as many dependents (13,7571; but the 3,862 mentals have only 
i'.?76, or less than hulf. As a mle, the majority of workers in CaTcutta 
with small incomes leave their families at their residences in the muffasil.

It is probable, therefore, that in 1391 a very largo number of drivers and 
stable-boy s were iniproperly counted oh coachmen and grooms.

Wo have mote barbora now (4,044 males and 312 
females in ttm town) than in 1S91 (2,007 and 159 respectively). There hoe 
been an increase under the sub*order ^‘Non-domefitic eatertainmeDt,*’ lioteb 
and lodging houses, which were unknown among the Hindu population three 
decades ago, have greatly multipUed since 1691, when them were 291 males 
and 2 female workers in the trade. We now have 746 and 170 reepectively.

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Each of the sn1>ordeis “Furniture ” “ Toys and Curios,” “HarneBs" and 
“Arms and Ammunition” shows a decrease. The diminution in the number 
returned under “ Arms and Ammunition ” is piol^bly owing to the foundation 
of a big factory at Cossipore, and to the increase in the number of large 
European firms which have individually taken the place of seveiil petty native 
shops. All the othen have developed considerably, bnt the expsnsioii of tbu 
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sub-order of ** Tools and macbineiy ” Is 70 x 7 marked. This order Is composed 
chleflj of “ Operatives m Eogmeering workshops (1^398) and Mechanios^' 
(1,900) other tnan those employed in railways. The g^wth of the industries 
of Carving and Engraving ” and of Clocks, Watches, &o.,’* ia also very 
satiafactory.

These Hgurus show the great magnitude of the jute and cotton industries 
particularly in the Biiburlie. The former industry employs more workers in the 
suburban than in the town area, although the population of the town is nearly 
ten tiiites that of the suburbs. The large number of female operatives iu these 
iiirJnstries is also worthy of notice. The jute-mills of the suburbs employ 
8,108 persons, including 1,217 feinnles, and those in the town have 8,562 
workers, of whom 952 are females. Dealers in raw fabrics have 1,723 workers 
in the subiirljs, of whom 152 ere females, while 765 persons (mostly male) are 
engaged in the town area in the trade of raw fabrics.^ “ Cotton spinning ” 
is likewise a much more importunt industry iu the suburbs (with 024 males and 
205 females) than in the town \ 30 and 25 only). In the latter plaoe, the band 
industries of “ Cotton dyeing and cotton weaving ” support the largest number 
of workers |917 and 403 males and 108 and 61 females, Tespcetivelj). 

In the town, the largest liection conxes UTider the sub-order of “ Dress, 
Tailors, Milliners, &c.,” consisting of 7,440 pentons ^404 females), “ Dealing 
in piece-goixds*’employs 7,131 workers, while “ Hi faking, selling and repairing 
of umbrellas'* employs fewer than 830 workers, f)f whom 63 are employed in 
two umbrella fuctories. In the suburbs we liave 2,366 persons employed as 
“ Tailors,” &c., and 397 as “ Piece-goods dealers,”

That there 
are more workera “ in Gold, &c,” (4,629)than in “ Iron and Hardware” (2,307) 
shows how backxvard the latter industry is in the town.

Tije two indostTiea of "Jute” and “ T(ii]oTing” employ a linage percentage- 
nf tliQ population in tlie ^luburbitn area. In that ui'ea, on the other liand, the 
slioe-making end bookbinding trades ore msignincant. 

The employes in "Anns and ammunition ” faotoriea are more numerous 
in the suburbs than in the town, for the simple reason that the chief factory is 
situated in the suburbs. " Butchers and slaughterers,” " Oil-mill operatives ” 
'* Workers !u mauhinety and in engineering wockstiopa and lac factories” are 
proportionately moro numerous in the suburbs. 

It has been estimated that about i’l per cent, of the industries of the inmi 
consist of home-workers, and that the rwt aro engaged in factory iudustries. 
The distil]ctinn between factoiy-werk and bouie-work is not very well defined, 
ft is probable tiiat tbo estimate for home-workers is far below the mark. The 
inqui^ may be pursued more scientifically in the neat census. The use of 
machinety m factories is only uf oompaiatively recent growlh in this country, 
carpenters, and brass and iron founders are nearly all hand workers, but if 
employed in -what is called a kar&hana have been returned os factory hands,

population of the town) are supported by commerce, while the suburbs rotum 
4,005 persons, or only 4*8 per cent, ft will thus be seen that the porctmtoge 
of the commercial population is comparatively much lower in tho suburban 
area. ^I’he following eight wards of the town have the largest populotion 
of this Mud, each contoioing more than 5,000;— 
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The order of tho first eight wards in roepcct of the proportion of tho 
commercial pojmlutiou to the total population of tho ward is, nowever, slightly 
difierent, the order bsing as follows;—Bui-rabaznr, Jorabagan, Puddopukor, 
Bartolla, Koomartooly, Sukea's Street, Mooehipara and Shampukor. These 
wards have each more than 11 per cent, of their population supported by 
commerce. In tho added area the average percentage is only o'fi. The 
highest is thflt of Balliaghatta IV F.A. (0'5 per cent.), and the lowest is 
Ekbnlpore (3*5 jicr cent.).

ately to their number, Hindus more than hold their own place in the 
(icenpation classes, tlieir largest |jercentagea being in class B. Pasture and 
Agriculture (80 7), class F» Professions (T2'2), class G. Non-agrioultur^ 
unskilled labour ^70'3', wlitlo In the rest of the claaaefl, their proportioo is 
larger thau their numerical ratio to the total population, Muhammadans are 
more largely roptoscuted than in the numerical ratio of their numbers to the 
total population, only in the two classes D (Preparation and supply of material 
aubfit^ces, 3dT per cent.) andE, (Coimnerco, Transport and Storage, 33'1 
per cent,) Cluistians cover more than 10 per ^t, of the people in Govormnent 
serrice, more than 11 per cent, of the professiotiBl men, and more thai^ 10 per 
cent, of those who have independent means, although, in accordance with their 
numorical ratio, they should have no more tlian 4 cent, of the Government 
appointmects, or of the other two ocenpationa. WTiile Hindus preponderate in 
menial labour, and Mnliammadans very nearly hold theb own ^ace, Ghristiaua 
apiw?ar to avoid this class of work, preferring and obtainiug, on account of 
high perctiDtage of Utorates amongst them, employment in other lines. The 
idea however, which commonly prevails as to Christians carrying the palm in 
commercial pursuits, Boems to be erroneous, for as regards numerical strength, 
they seem to bo just able to hold their own place. 

Coming now to flrofcrj, wo find that m tho town of Calcutta, Christians 
represent 20*6 per cent, of tho learned and artistic nTofeeaiona,_ that is, about 
five times the amount due to them in proportion to tneir numerical ratio on the 
total population, and Hindus form only alwut 09‘3 per cent., jnat a Utile more 
tlian is their due, while the Muhammadans form only 15 7 per cent., or just about 
Jialf as mach as they should It will, therefore, ho ebaervod that tho common 
notion that Hiudos flack mordinately to these profe^ons for a career^ is not 
borne out by tho figures. Tho unly othor oraers in which the Christians are 
more largely represeuted than in the ratio of their population are I, AdfHiai»~ 
tradofif of which, however, they form only 9 per cent (the high poroent^e of 
Christiana in the class Government being due to their preponderant? in the 
i>Fdei Defence), XXIV. Indt^ctidcnt taeans of which they form about 8'6 per¬ 
cent., X. Vefiickt and Vetselt in which their number up about _6 per cent, 

of the total population engaged therein. The Christian population terolv, 
however, hohla ttu own ground in the aab-ofders XVlIl.

Hindus form tho largest proportion (8S‘0 per cent,) of sub-order XXI11, 
and Ukrt^utabUt to widen MusahnaDS contribute O’lly 10’3 per cent, 
and Christians barely 0'3 per cent.; 37*2 per cent, of tho populition engaged 
in business oonnocted with mtaU and preehut stones (sub-order Xlll) we 
Hindu aud 11'4 por cent, only Muhammodjon. The other sub-orders in which

A deuiilei) discussion of all the sub^orders or groups would be too tedious 
In thU i^ace. Those dvairtnis of studying the numljers and proportions of the 
adherents of tbo difTereot religions in tlm various groups of occupations are 
referred tti the table ei occupatione by religiuii. It will suffice for our purpose 
here to point out the following salient features of that table. 

Sab-order 14, J’ersoaat and Det/k^tie SereiceSi as wc have already seen, 
claim far and away the largest population, no otiior sub order approaching oven 
half its number. It supporl# a popuintiou close upou a lakh in the town atone* 
iFa/fTr, sub-order 60, next in point of numbers, however, only approxiiuatea 
49,000 fiouls, while (Jeaerai /-oiaur, in spito of Calcutta being the largest of all 
Indian towns in regard to the supply of work for labourers is only third in 
rank in numerical strengtli with a little over 30,000 peraoiis in it. I’lic ratio 
of the followers of the tlireo mnin religion^ ld these large snWrdcra and in the 
seven following, in wliidi the nutnbcr.s supported dirnimsli from a little over 
30,000 through 19,030, 18,800, 17,400, I6,b00 10,4 <jO to nearly Lo,0i>0 in the 
(•rder in wdtich they are placed, is as follows:'—

All hough in iliscussing another table we have already shown that caste 
avocations hare largely given way in the town to enlightenment by educa¬ 
tion—very few ciistoe and fewer persons indeed following their traditional 
ooGupatiens-" Cass cccuputiuns appear to have sprung up by which particular 
occupations only arc sought for by persons of particular religious perauasions. 
For insianco, Hindus apjiear to avoid occupations as iuildiny arfifieers, as ship’s 
crew, boatmen mid other workers in water, as watchmen, syces, diivers, etc,, unci 
as dre 8 S*.uiakerH, while they prefer boitig general merchants and traders, shop* 
keepers, menial servants, and general laliourers. Musalmatis, on the other bond, 
liave a very strong preference for the pccupation of building artificer; nearly 
72 per cent, of whom in the town being of that religious persuasion. They 
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also M€?m to like, though not to nenrijr the an me extent, work as laacars 
and DoatmeDi^ tailorB| cfirria^-driversi ®tc*| and morn than maintaiii thsir 
numerical ratio ^ genenkl labourere, but they appear to diellke shop¬ 
keeping or Tending vegetable food. The pretty general notion that domestic 
ser^nts are largely recruited from amongst tno followers of the Prophet appears 
to be erroneous. 31adra3i cooks, particularly Christian Madrasis, Hindu 
Jaiswars and Kaoraa, appear to have largely ousted them from what is believed 
to have been at one time the monopoly of domestio service in European, 
Eurasian end other Christian families. 

Excepting pursuits connected with general marchandiee, none of the ten 
li^e sub-orders noted above appears to be congenial to the Calcutta Chtistious, 
Christiana do not even hold their own ground in pursuitfl on water which employ 
only 3*8 p< 2 r of tho Cli^istiiiin popu1atioii| :iuthough thoir ratio to tho total 
population is 4 per cent, The Muhammadans chiedy of Chittagong, Ariakan 
and other p^ts of East Bengal, make up the great part of the population 
in this work. In spite of the extraordinary development in the last 
decade of millinery, ^aper^r and tailoring business and the utilisation of 
Christian females^ as assistants in nearly all the European shops, the Christian 
population in business connected with Dress, represent* only 1-4 per cent- of the 
total number so employed. 

Turning now to the rest of the occupation sub-orders, wo notice that the 
maximum number of Christians (64 per cent,^ is os a matter of course in the 
Army; very few of whom are, however, Eurasians. Cliriatiana form 26*1 per 
cent, of the total number eogaged in educational work, t.s,, they are six times as 
numerous as they would be by the rule of numerical proportion. It should 
be remembered, however, that litersoy amongst Christians is as ‘high as 
82*3 per cent, of their total number; that they are therefore entitled to tho 
l^est share of educational appointmenta. Nearly 15 per cent, of the popula¬ 
tion who earn a liWng by or in connection with medidue aro Chnstume; 
and in the following sub-orders, they are largely in excess of their iiumeiical 
ratio:—ei Mmtjge (telegmph and telephone 13-9 per cent,), 59 RaUwai/ 
12^5 per cent, J Cmt tervm ef ihe Utaie 10-9 per cent,, 55 General 
Merehandke over 0 per cent., 95 and 99 Froperty and aha and ai the State 
expense^ above 8 per cent each, S6 Toots and Maehiitery 8 per cent, G3 Jteliyion 
T'l per oent^, 54 Money and SecuriiiiA 0*7 per cent., 6 percent. But 

itt the ii>llovrtiig sub-ordsrBi they barely bold tlieir owti placo, Tia;.^ 57 
SS Literature, 53 Fruys, Dyee, ete., end 28 Books and Piinls. In the 
mg eub'^rdert the Christian populatioii falls far short of their oumerical ratio.

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It will bo soon at a glanoo that the Chriatian population take* ihe lead 
in thfl matter of superior Government posts with nearly 44 per cent>, Hindus 
rank third with 48'8 per cent, which is much below their nnmoncal TObo 
f65 per cent li tho Muuauimadans last with onl]^ £'4 per cent, (m.) sbont 
'2b per cent! less than their numerical ratio), wlulo the adberonts of tho other 
reliiSons, U, Jews, Brehmoa, etc., cover a much larger ponnd (3 per cent.) 
than their numeticiil ratio (1 por cent.) could doiuand, Ihis was to be 
oxpocted from our remarks on the educational figures of tho present Cons™. 
It^ll be remembered that while Christiaivs have 83'3 per cent, of their 
males as Uterate, Brahmos G6 per cent,, Jews 65‘T per wnt., Buddhists 
41*3 per cent,, the peroontego of Hindu literates is only 35’5 par cent,, wmle 
that of HnhammadanB is only 16*3 percent, , „ ,1 

As regards the inferior clerical appoinbnents under QoTemment, however, 
the Hmdua hold more than their own share with T5'S per cent., while 
ChristlanB, stilt holding tnoie than three times their number of appointments 
due to their mimerical strength, fall to 14*6 per oent. only, while the Musalmans 
rise to no higher figure than 8*7 per cent, of the total workers. 

Hindus nearly monopolise the trade in and butter, but Muha mm a dans 
vield 17*3 and 0*4 per cent, of tho oocawrioiv of butchers and slaughter^to 
the Hindus and Ghriathms respectivoly. Even as masons and builders, Hindus 
have displaced Musalmans to the estent of 17 per*cent. It ia difficult to tmdw- 
stand, oKcept on the osauroption that the industry has ceased to bo suffiaentiy 
paying, why tho making of Glass and Cbinaware, other than bangles, hea largely 
pa^d away from the hands of Ghristiaue (and Jews) into tbosa of Hiudus^d 
Musalmans who now divide Bio business between tliem in eoual proportion, 
althougb os acUers of ihese ivares, Hindus with fJ7*8 per cent, Iiave advanced 
upon the Musalmans 30 8 per cent, and Cbristiana 0*0 por cent, to a very 
Butotantiol eiteut- Native Christiaiis do not to take ludnstoM 

connected with iron and hardware, brass, copper and beU-meUl, although of the 
aellerB of h^dware, Cbruitiana form 3*5 per cent, Cbristians are also conapi’ 
cuous by their absence as day-labourers. Broadly epwiking, it he, 

that except os regards work reriuiriug the exerdse of the pen, the Chnsh^ 
community is not conspicuous tn tho pursuit of the oocupationi embodied in 
the table while aiuhanmiadaos hold just the opposite position, uhining least in 
occupations demanding tho exercise of the pen.

The largest European element is in tho Navy, being 81*4 per cent, of the 
total Christian workem. Moro tlian half of the total Christian workers in 
tbe Bcrvica of Government are Eoropoana. It is worthy of note that of the 
Europeans who fill 36*9 per cent, of Goverument appointments, no less than 
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4fi per cent, are Britiab born, learizig only 10 per cent, of tbe appointments to 
EurtmeanB, &c., who are not Britiah-hom Biib jects. EuropeauB form 73 per cent, 
of the workera in Order “Defence,'^ being 38'1 per cent, in Order “Adminij' 
tratioD.’* The Eaiaeian oornmunitr holds more than 30 per cent, of the Christian 
appointmentB under Order Admimetmtion^” 7S'8 per cent, of posts under *^Local 
and Municipal bodies ** and Oo'S per cant of fbose in the ** Navy." While 40 per 
cent of the Christian workers under Order “Commerce" are Europeans and 
per cent, only Eurasians, in the Order “ Transport and 8tora^," the EumsiauB 
occupy the commanding percentage of 57 *7, Europeans dwindling down to 23*6 
per cent. It is remarkable that in the “ Profeesiona," ttie Native Christians with 
38*8 per cent, beat the Europoacs with 33*3 per cent,, os well as *tbo Em^ians 
who form no more than 27*0 per cent, of the total Christian workers in the 
town; bat that in no other occupation of the table do they approach the Euro* 
peons or the Ecjrasiansi although in “ Commerce, Tninsport and Storage," 
and in tlie “ Service of Local and Mtmidpai bodies” their ^rcentage is fairly 
respectable. It is unnecessary for us to follow the percentages further down 
to the other orders, sut-ordsrs and ffroups of occupations, as the diagrams pmeti* 
colly eiMbit all the more important features of their occupations, and we 
have already dealt with those ocenpationa that deserve special notice. For dioee 
desirous to go into thu minnto det^s, a study of the clear and elaborate table 
on the subject, which will be found in Part HI of this Keport, is recommended.

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CHAPTER XII. 

PEUCEIfTAaE OF WORKERS IS SELECTED CASTES 
IS ItEL^iTIOS TO THEIR TRADITIOSAL 
OCCUFATIOS. 

Table XVI reoordb the tniditioiml occupations of SI castes and the 
tiumbors of tbcir workers iti 36 selected occupatioiie. It has two subsidiary 
tables dealing with p 0 rceuhi|es~-onQ gives the proportion of the wotkecs of 
any caste in any occn|]attOD to the total a umber of workers in the 51 castes, 
and the other to their proportion to the whole uniuber of actual workers in 
that caste. A diagram is appended to this chapter showing graphically the 
proportion of actual workers in 32 seloctod castes following their traditional 
occupation to those following other oocupatioua. The diagram brings out the 
very interesting fact that although die higber castes of the Hindus have cast ofi 
very largely their traditional occupations, the lower castea have not done bo to 
nearly the same extent. Although some Dhebas have risen in Goveromeut service 
aud one^fourth of the wliole caste has left ita traditional occupatian, the mass 
of Dhobas still wash clothes. The Malo is usually a boatman Uko his ancestor. 
Only two-fifths of theKohars carry palanquins. iJengali Muchia still make boots 
and shoes ; but llohari Cbamors are beginning to take to other occupatioDS. A 
comparatively small number of Kumars aro potters. The Lalbegi is not wholly 
occupied with his traditional culling: Kaiburtas, Tantis aud Telia have very 
largely given it up. Sabarnabames have taken very largely to money-lending 
and bailing. Chattris still supply recruits to the police force. The majority 
of the Kayuathaa have laid aside the pen and taken to trade and service. 
The mejonty of the Vaidyss have abandoned the healing art. Many of them 
ore now to be found In Governincnt and mercantile oilices and us teachers in 
schools. Only one among eight Brahmans treads in tbe footsteps of his 
ancestor. 

At tbe end of the chapter will bo found a tabular statemeot of the chief 
castes which have less than 50 per cent, of their workers, following the traditional 
uccupatiou of the caste. Lot us first take up tbe <^e of castes having more than 
50 per cent, of tlieir members following tbo traditional occupation of the caste. 

I, — Cism WITH MOUF. THAN 50 PKS CENT. OF TBE MEMBENS FCLLOWIxa IHE 
TliADmONAL OCCUPATION OP TBB CASTE. 

There are tiirea castes every member of which in the town of Calcutta 
follows his respective traditional ocenpation; but it will be seen that their numbers 
are small. 'I'lieFc are tiweo Chunaris or makers and eoUers of lime, 42 Dhats or 
MuvaTmun mid wives, and 11 MusalmanQajams or barbers. In the suburbs there 
are 10 Lalbegis and Tat was (Tanti) who all pursue their tradidonnl occupation. 
The following four castes have more than HQ per cent, of workers engaged in 
their tTadItioua! means of lireldLOod;-—(I) Dho1)a 5,363 out of 6,128 workora 
ior 87‘5 par cent), (2) N'ikari-Mu^alman, dsbermon, 24 out of 28 workers 
(or 85’7 pur cunt.), f j) Mallah or Molo-FiBlierman and Boatman (Hindu) 
3,223 out of 3,813 workers (or 84'6 per cent.), (4) Lalbegi (Musnlnnan) sweeper 
and scaronger 228 out of 270 workera (or 84'4 cent.}. 

Nine other of the eeleotcd castes have more than 50 por cent, of their 
numbers following caste occupation, (1) Muchee (cobbler and boot and ahoe- 
inakcr) 4,261 out of 6,211 workers (ox 68'6 per cent.). Five hundred and six of 
them are day-Iubourcrs, Four hundred ana forty arc in occupations other than 
the 36 selected in the table, 217 are raill-iiperotives, 115 vicomenand iOo are 
employed as cooks, undoubtedly in non-lZiuda families.

I.—PEESBirr posimir asd growth within the last decade op TnavAfiioos 

CLASSES OP THE ChRISTJAS POPULATION OF THE MeTEOPOUS IN THE 

Town a>t) SuiiuBsa. 

WiTniH the lest decade the Chrietiaa population has mcieased from 2G,40G 
to 38,515 OP 45-39 per cent., a rate of g^rowtb which is propertionatoly mucti 
greater than that of the Hindu or Musalman population. The Suburban 
Cbriftians do not exceed 500 in number. Two-thirds of them (306) belong to 
tho Anglican oommuniDn and less than ono-fouitb (133) to ^Ibe Ro man 
Catholic persuasion. Europeans and allied races are in the majoritv in the 
Suburbs, Eurasians are more numerous thau KatWe Cbiialinns. The actual 
numbers of tho three classes are 233, 176, and 141. In tbo town of Calcutta, 
the An glinon comcauniou contains within its fold 18,250 persons, a number 
which is rather loss than half that of tbo total town Cbristian population 
(37,925). The number of males is nearly donbln that of femaloa. The CatboKc 
community is 14,313 strong, 42*2 per cent, are female. Next come the Presby¬ 
terian with (1,627) followed by the liaptists (1,572) and the Metbodisls (1,360) 
witli female populations slightly exceeding tbe male (52 and 54 per cent, respec¬ 
tively). There are 348 prsons recorded as Presbyterians, 331 of the American 
Church, 177 Congregationalists, 126 Lutberans and a smaller number of the 
other persuasions taken together. Distributing the same population among tho 
throe great classes of (1) European end allied races, (2) Eurasiaua, (3> Natives, 
we have tbo following figures for 1891 and 1001, remembering that Americans 
have hero been included among Europeans

A glance at the above table will show that though rach of the divisions has 
increased in number, tlie growth of Eurasians and Native Clirlstians is very 
remarkable, being mote than. 47 por cent, in each case. Europeans have 
jQcrcasod by about 8 per cent, only, in 1891 Europeans were decidedly 
tho most numerous body; but they now take the second place. 

In 1891, however, it is probable that many Eurasians returned tbomselviss 
an Europeans. This has also ocenrred to a smaller extent in the present 
census. The rapid growth of Eurasians may also be attributed to some extent 
to the fact that their female population outuumbora the male (7,367 against 
7,115 males). The pronoiiionate number of tbe female population among 
Europeans, and particularly among the Europeans resident in the Fort and 
the Port, is very small. There is hardly one female to nine males in tbe Fort. 
Tbe Port has scarcely one woman to 24 men. The augmentation in tbe number 
of Native Cttristiatis is probably as much due to conversion as to oattirol 
progression. 

The number of Europ<mn females has actually diminished from 4,713 to 
4,561, or by a little over 3 per cent,, hut Enroaian females show an increase of 
47 per cent, approximately, Eurasian males have increased at the same 
rate, and Native Chrisitiati females by 42*7 per cent. The apparent demcese 
in the nnmbcr of European females is almost certainly due to tho fact that 
u much gToster proportion of Eurasian females returned themscives as 
European at tbe last census.

Excluding Native Cliristians tlier® are 2S,0a3 CiriatiatiB in the town of 
Calcutta and 451 in the Snl^urba, who are wholly or in part ol European 
descent. These are divided into the following classes ; —

There were t^OGl European British subjects in the Port and 1,497 in the 
Fort. The highest number lu any of the 25 wards is that returned by 
Fenwick Bazar (1,104). The next three wards are Waterloo Street, Bow 
Bazar and OolUnga, containing respectively 811, 753 and 726 European 
Brltiah subjects. In the Added Area, Entally has the Irighest number (408) 
of European British sobjecta, There are none in tbo F, A. wards—1 (Oolta- 
danga), III (Manicktolla) aud IV (Balliaghatta). If wo except the Police 
Superintendents, there are none in Wards Nos. 1, II, III, and VI also. 

Of the 1,203 Europeans who are not British subjects, 418 (only 2 of 
whom are females) were found on board vessels in the river. Ab^ut !00 
residents wore found in each of the Wards XV, XII, X and XVII, and about 
50 from each of Wards XIV, XIII, VIII and Xi, and only 37 from six of the 
remaining wards in the old town, while Wards I, lU, VI and XVI as well 
as I, 111 and IV of the Fringe Area did not return any of them. 

In the old Town the number of females is 223 against 304 males; but 
in the Added Area there is u larger proportion of females (95 out of 172). This 
preponderance of females b visible in each of the wards XlX to XXlV, but it 
IS most marked in Balljgunge and Tollygun^e (XXI), where there are only two 
males out of 45 persons. Entally, too, coutamB 25 females and only 18 males. 

Ward XII (Waterloo Street) has rotumed an unusual number (25 out of 
77) of boys under Evo years of age. 

Armenians reside in the southern wards of old Town excepting 
Hastings and tbo throe eoutii-eastoiu wards of the Added Area (XIX, XX and 
XXI). Of these (6931 in the town more than half are returned from Park 
Streer (207) and Colllnga (157); 377 per cent, of the Armenians are females, 
but in TaltoIIa they have 41 females with 34 males, and in the neighbouring 
word of Fenwick Bazar 36 out of 74 residents are females. There are only 
15 Armonians in the Suburbs, mostly in CosriporC'Chitpiir (13), only one in 
the Port and none in the Fort. 

Bow Bazar contains nearly one-third (3,456) of the total Eumsion popula¬ 
tion (11,096) of the old town area. The following wards also contain con¬ 
siderable number of Christians, Colootola (1,970). Taltolla (1,645), Fenwick 
Bazar ( 1,825), Puddopuker (1, 1 07) and Entally (1,107). 

In the old Town the nercentago of females among the Christian population 
is high, males and feumles being nearly equal ) but in Words X, Xf, Xlll, 
XIV, XVI and XVII tlis females outnumber tlio males, and in Word XII 
tho two sexes ate exactly balanciHl. 'J'he added area, however, roturaa 1,403 
females out of 2,335 (or 60 per cent.) The females outnumber the males 
in nearly alt the warda, and particularly so in Entally, which contains 785 
females to 372 males.

The following figures give the percentages of Europeans with allied 
races, Enrosiaus and Native Christians in the ohtof Christian denominations :— 
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The ToUgien of the Anglicim EstabUahod Chuich is thus the cLi^ 
religion among Europeans, while among Enrasians and Native thnshuns the 
hoDouni are divided between tha Roman Catholic and the Anglican Uiuri&es, 
ihe former preponderating. This U probably due in ibe case of the Eurasi^ 
to the fact that a large proportion, of them liave Portuguese anccatoiUt who 
originaUy belonged to the Roman Catholic Church. In the ijase of the Native 
Cb^tinM it is no doubt due to the proselytising zeal of the Roman Cathohc 
Missionariee. There are more liaptista and Methodists am.»ng Native Lhp. 
tinnw than among the other two classes. Ihe mcmWra of the Armenian 
nationality have been inctudad with Europeans ana oiUed racw. It is worthy 
of note that although there are 177 Armenians, only UO tit them are recorded 
as belonging to the Armenian Church. The rest of the Armenian coi^iiinity 
are menibers of other Christian denominations, chiefly Anglicto* Out of the I.*) 
Armenians in the Suburbs, 9 only belong to the Armenian Church. It would 
seem therefore that more than 50 |»er cent, of the Anneniana do not belong to 
the Armenian Church, 


JV.—DlOTEtBUTlOW OF THE CbBISTIAN POPlTLiTlOK BT AGE-PKEIOn (vtdf DIA6BAV 
No, iffl AT THE EKO OF TSB EiFOHT). 

European British subjects are must numerous in the town area between 
the ages S 15 and 30. The number between the ages of 30 and 50 comes 
next, to which the total of all other ages is not equal. It would at first seem 
to be somewhat surprising that children of European Bntish subjocts should 
be more than five times as numerous in the ago-period 0—12 as between the 
period 12—15. The reason ia idmplo. T’bey are sent oS to school^ in Europe 
w to the bille after they attain 13 years of age. This is the case with all other 
Cliristians shown in this disgram— Non-British Europeans, Armenians and 
Eurasians, In the last two cases hoys are eften sent to ^ool in the hilla 
(but not to Europe generally), and are also sent out of town in several cases to 
Workshops, R^ways, Mills, etc., to learn busmes*. In the Suburbs there 
are more British Europeans of the age-period &0—50 than of 15—30. The 
Mills employ older hands.

Read— 


The roporta on tho OenfiOB of Oaloutta anil Its SubaThs for 1901, W Mr, A, E. Bay of 
the Fnrnaoiid Oivil Serrico and Ur. R. Biaidc^o^, T.c.a., Bupuly Cluurman to 
the CorpfijaUoa of Cahmtta. 

Thb CfensuB of Galcatta and the three Suburban lilamoipaUties, CoaHlporo- 
Uhitpur, Manicktola and Garden Reach, which wae takoa on the 1st Alarch 
1901, waa made under the aaponriaion of the Deputy Chairman of the Cdcutta 
Corporation, 

2, The Rqmrt on this census was rocrcived iu tho Secretariat in October 
1902 and is contained in four volnntca. Tha first of these is wnltoti by Mr. Atul 
Kiiahua Ray of the Provincial Service, and is devoted to a history of tho town, 
while the remoming volumes, for all of which Mr. J. U. Blackwood, tho 
Deputy Cbainiioa of the Corporation, is responsible, ceriuiio respectively (11) 
the Administrative Report, which gives an account of tlio arraugemonts made 
for taking the cenaus and. for compiling tho rosults, (III) the Tabular Statisties 
and (IV) tho Report proper. 

2, Mr. Ray^g history of the town of Calcutta goes Iwiek to tlie time 

^ of legend and tradition relating to the shrine of 

' Kalighat and Kalikshetra or tire field ef Kali," 

and the writer after reciting the brief notices of thii locality which history, pro' 
yioiistotho British advent, has preserved, takes up in detail the tnlu of the growth 
of the town from the settlement of Job Cliiiincck in i090. Mr. Ray makes u 
careful cxauiination of tho puxKting figures contuined in the former estimates 
and cuQQtings of tho population, summuTises the principal meosorcB taken 
from time to time in municipal udministration and improvomeat, und notices 
the development of the port and its trade. Ho also describes locdities and 
buildinga, and esplaios the meaning of tho names of streets, gh5,ta and tanks. 

Mr. Blackwood supervised the taking of tho census of the town and 
sub mbs of CaL-utta with great success, and ho has written an excetleut 
report. Tim UeutoDant-Govornor dcsirca to express bis cordial appreciation of 
tho care and ability with which Mr. Blackwood and Mr. A, K. Ray, 
Assistant Census OIEoor, oarried out their important and arduous task and 
bo desires also to express Iiis acknowledgments or tho aasistanco glycn by tlio 
Calcutta Police and by many other officiolii and non-ofiicials which conduced to 
the succesjiful results which have been obtained. 

3. The total population of Calcutta is 919,144, (including its three 

suburbs of Cogriporo-ChiipuT, Manicktola, and 
Garden Rcaeb which, together have a population 
of 101,318). Tho total 817,796 shown in Mr. Gait’s Census Report for tbo 
ProTinco excludes these three suburbs. He remarks that if Ilowrah, which 
is really us much a part of Calcutta os Southwark Is of London, be included, tho 
population of the Metropolis of India is very nearly 1,107,000, which is greater 
tlian that of any Euroi«an city, except London, Constantmeplc, Pam and 
Berlin, and of any city in America, except New York, Chicago and Philadel¬ 
phia, EiclnUing the cities of China, tho population of wliich is uiiceitain, the 
only city in Asia with more inliabitants tlmn Calcutta is Tokio. « 

The cxiianeion of the population of Calcutta and its suburbs during the 
last decade appeai-s according to tho returns to exceed 24 per cent., but no 
doubt this is duo in port to u moro accurate ontimoratiDn. 
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Next to the general expansion of the population of the tovn, whiph pio- 
ceeded daring the last centnry, as Mr. Blackwood points ont| at e more mpitl rate 
eren than that of London^ the most prominent features of the Report are ^be 
predominance of males orei femalea, and the increasing immigration of np* 
county men, cspeclallj from Bihar and the United Provinces. 

hlalea outnumber females in the proportion of 10 to 10—a disproportion 
which is lagelj due to the large number of immigrants who hove come to the 
dtj for work, but who tuive left their women behind them at home. 

£nropeans end Enraaiana (of whom the latter slightly outnumber the 
former) make up rather more than ^ per cant, of the p^ulation of Calcutta 
itself. Hindua are 65 per cent, of the whole population, Muhammadans rather 
less than 30 per cent., end Christians rather more than 4 per cent., leaving 1 per 
eeni. for petwns of other religions. The census records show that Sffy-iuiie 
languages ere spoken in Calcutta; Bengali, which of oourae predominataa, is 
spoken by nearly five lakhs of people, but mote thtm threo'and'half l^hs 
speak Bindustani; next in numb^ at a long interval come the speakers of 
Orija and English. More than three*'fourths of the population are illiteiato. 

eSaesified by occupations the largest number of persons, tix., 326,022 is 
retamod under ^‘Preparation and supply of material sabstances^*; next come 
220,906 personsengEiged on “Commerce, transport, and storage,” and Iben 
157r387 persons employed in personal service.
